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Revenues in his profperity was fo great , that he continually kept 
as {tately a Train, both of Knights and gallant Gentlemen , as any 
Princein Urope : ‘whereat the King of France greatly envyed, and 
by bloody Wars depofed my Father from his Princely dignity, who 
for fafegard of his life, in company of me his only Heir and Daugh- Hi 
ter, betook us to thefe folitary Woods , where ever fince we have 2 i| 
fecretly remained in a poor Cell or Hermitage, the which by our i 
indultrious pains hath been builded wich plants of Vines and Oaken 
boughs , and covered over-head with clods of Earth , and Turfs of 
Grafs: feyen years we have continued in great extremities, fultain- 
ing our sa with the fruits of Trees , and quenching of our 
thirfts with the dew of Heaven , falling nightly upon fragrant Flow= Hi 
ers: and here inftead of Princely attire, Imbroidered garments, ay 
and Damask Veftures , we have been conftrained to cloath our alt

ere in ftead of Mufick , that wont each morning to delight our 

eares, wehave the whiftling Winds refounding in the Woods, our 
Clocks to tell the minutes of the wandring nights , are Snakes and’ 
Toads, that fleep in roots of rotten Trees: our Canopies to cover 
us, are not wrought of AZedian Silk, the which Indian Virgins weave 
upon their filver Loombs, but the fable clouds of Heaven , whenas 
the cheerful day hath clofed her chryftal windows up. 

Thus in this manner continued we in this folitary Wildernefs, 
making both Birds and Beafts our chief Companions, till thefe mer- 
cilefs tawnny Afoores (whofe hateful Breafts you have made to water # 
the parched Earth with ftreams of blood) who as you fee came into™ 
our Cell , or fimple Cabbin’, thinking to have found fome ftore of 
Tteafure. Bat cafting their gazing eyes upan my beauty,they were 
prefently enchanted with luftful defires, only to crop the fweer bud 
ofmy Virginity. Then with furious and difmal countenance,more 
bfack than the fable garments of fad Melpomine, when fhe mourn- 
fully writes of bloody Tragedies , and with hearts moré cruel than 
was Neross the Tyrannons Roman Eniperour , when he beheld the 
entrailes of his natural Mother laid open by his inhumane and merci- | 
lefs commandment , or when he ftood upon the higheft top ofa | 
mighty Mountain, to fee thar famous and Lmperial City of Rome fet 
on fire by the remorfelefs hands of his unrelenting Minifters , ee 
added 
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added -unhallowed flames to his unholy furies. 
In this kind I fay thefe mercilefs and wicked minded Negroes wath 
violent hands took my aged Fatker, and moft cmelly bound him to 
the blafted Body of a withered Oak, ftanding before the entry of 
his Cell: where neither the reverend honour of his filver hairs, 
giiftering like the frozen Ifikles upon the Northern Mountains, nor 
the ftrained fighes.of his breaft, wherein the pledge of wifdom was 
Inthronized, nor all my tears, or exclamations could any wit abate 
their cruelties, but (grim Dogs of Barbary) they left my Father faft 
bound unto the Tree, and like Egregians: Vipers took me by the’ 
trammels of my golden hair,drageing me like a filly Lamb unto this 
flaughtering place, intending to fatistie theirdufts, with the Flower 
of my Chaftity. 

Being ufed thus , Imademy humble fupplication to the higheft 
Majefty , to be revenged upon their cruelties: I reported to them 
the rewards of bloody ravifhments by the example of Z ercus fome- 
time King of Thrace , and-his furious Wife 3. that in revenge of her 
Sifters ravifhment , caufed her Husband co eat the flefh of his own 
Son. Likewiſe (to preferve my undefiled honour) I told them that 
forthe Rope, of Lucrece the Roman Matron, Tarquimus and his 
whole name was for ever banifhed out of Rome; with many other 
examples: thus like the Nightingal , recorded 1 nothing but Rape 
and Murther. : 

Yet neither the fears of Heaven , nor the terrible threats of Hell, 
could mojlifie their bioody minds : but they protefted to perfevere 
in that wickednefs, aid vowed that if all the leaves of the Trees thar 
srew within the Wood were turned into Indian Pearls, and that 
place made as wealthy as the golden ftreams of Pactolus, where Mi- 
éas wafhe his golden wifh away, yet fhould they not redeem my 
Chaftity from the {tain of their infatiable and luſtful defires. 

This being faid, they bound me with the trammels of mine own 
hair to this Orange Tree , andat the very inftant they proffered to 
defile my unfpotted body, you happily approached , and not onely 
redeemed me from their ryrannous defire, but quit the world from 
three of the wickedeft creature that ever nature framed. For which 
(moit noble and invincible Knights) ifever Virgins prayers May 
prevail humbly will I make my fupplications to the Deities that you 
may prove as valiant Champions as ever puton Helmet, and that

tobelpthemfelves and fo parting alittle from theny, be la- 
mented in this manner following. - , 

Thouthat haft given me many Victories: thou that haft made 
me Conquerour of Kingand Kingdoms: and thon by whofe in- 
vincible power] have tamed the black faced Furies of dark Cofit ns, 
that maskt abroad the World in humane fhapes: look down fweet 
Queen of Chance I fay , fromthy Imperial Seat: fhew me fome 
favour, and do not confent that I and my company perifh for hun- 
ger and want of Victuals: makeno delay to remedy our great ne- 
ceflity :. let us not be meat for Birds hovering in the Ayr, nor our 
bodies caftas a prey for ravenous Beafts: ranging in thefe Woods:

Whereuren they concluded, and fo generatlp entred the

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feven Champions of Chriftendom, 
fecret hollaw Cabe, whereas they found two great Loabes of 
B2ead, as big incompals asthe circle of a well, and tivo great 
Flagons full of as god Wine as ever they talked, the which 
with great foy andpleafure they bought from the Cave ,. * 
the groat and excceding contentment of the other Ghampion 

In ſtead of knives tocut (her Ciiduals , St. George * 
his Curtle-Axe which had lately ben fained with fhe hate- 
full Gyants deteſted blad, and imbrewed With his loathfonie 
brains. 

Thus, and atter this manner qualtiiea they the pinching 
pains and torments of hunger , inhereofthep twk as joyful a 
repatt as if thoy hav banqueted in the richeſt Kings Pallace 
in fhe Wo2ld. 

So being jopful fo2 their god and happy fortunes , Saint

Which Lrange and woful Cpecacle, when the Chrittian 
Champtons earneſtly beheld, they could not by any manner of 
means refrain from the ſhedding fome kew ſorrowful faars, in 
fering before thent the Pichure of a woman , of fuch excellent 
beauty, eh had been oppreſſed with cruelty. But the piti⸗ 
ful Englthh Knight had the greateſt compadion, {oben he be= 
belo the counterfeit of this tozmented Creature, who faking 
fruce with bis ſorrowful boart , be courteoufly deſired the old 
Father, fiting by this tvofulfpecacle, to tell the caufe of his 


ſorrow, and the diſcourſe of that Ladtes patted fortunes; fo2 


whofe fake he femedtofpend his days in that folitary oder : 
to whom the Did Man witha number of fighs thus kindly re- 
plied : 

Brave Knights, for fo you feem by your-courtefies and behaviours,

Fountaing of my epes rated dolun a Hove of Salt feats up- 
sn my aged boealt, fo pear 1s fhe love of a Father unto his 
Child: Wut tobe Hort, then this luttful minded Caitife 
with his pompous train came in ſight of bis Cattle, becom - 
manded his Followers fo ride forwards, that with mp Daugh- 
ter be might fecrefly confer of ferious matters, and fo ſtaid 
lining behind; till be fat bis company almoſt out of fight, 
and they two alone together, then he found oppoztuntty fo ac⸗ 
complify bis luſttul oefire, and fo rove info a little Gove, 


which was hardat hand, clofe by a Rivers five, tohere with⸗ 


out any moze tarrping be carried ber into the thickett part 
thereof, where be thought tf mot convenient fo perform fo 
{wicked aden, 

WMhen he bebelothe Beanches of the thick Crees fo with⸗ 
holo the light of Heaven from them, andthatit femeda place 
as if were overſpread With the fable mantles of night, be 
alighten from his Hole, and tuillen my inelbeloves Daughter 
that the would likewife alight : the in whoſe heart raignedno 
kindof ſuſpicion, pefently alighted, and fat her doben by the 
Rivers five, and waſhed her fatr white hands tn the reams, 
and refrethed ber mouth withthe Chetttal waters. 

Then this diſſembling traytor could no longer refrain, but 
with a countenance like the luſtkul Ring Thrace wher be in— 
tended fhe raviſhment of Progne , 02 like Tarquinius sf Rome 
(hen he pefloured Lucrecia , be let ber underſtand by fonre out- 
ward hewes, and dark fentences the kindled fire of love that 
burned in bis heart, andin the end be aid wholly declare his 
devilliſh pretence and determined purpofe. 

So me unmarryed Daughter being troubled in mind with 
his luttful Affaplinents, began inthts manner to reprohend 
him: will pou (fatd fhe) defile mp Siſters Bed, and tain the 
honour of pour Houle with Luk ¢ twill pou bereabe me of that 
paocious Jewel, the which J hold moze dear than my life, 
and blot my true Uirginity with pour falfe deſires ?

Dok, lok, immoderate Knight, (J will nof call the 
PGeother) lok F fap how fhe skics bluch at thy attempts, and 
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The Second Part of the 
fee how chatte Diana fits uponthe toinged firmament, and 
fhecafens bengeance fo2 her Uirgins fake: wath from thy 
heart thefe lustful thoughts with towers of repentant tears, 
and ſeek not in thts fort fo mong thy marriage Bed, the which 
thou oughtett not fo biclate fo2 all the Kingdoms tn the Morld. 

Chen thts accurfes Knight, fetng the cha and vertues 
Mapden to ſtand fo boldip inthe defence fo her Virginity, with 
his tigo2ous hand he tok fatt hold by ber neck , and with a 
wrathkul countenance he delivered theſe woods : do not think 


ſtuborn Damlel fo preſerve thy honour fromthe purpofe of my 


deſires, for Jſwear by the Chryſtal Comer of Jupiter, either 
foaccomplify my intent, o2 put the fo the cruclle& death that 
cher twas deviſed fozany Damlelo2 Maid: af which words 
fhe moſt ſorrowful and deftrefled Virgin, witha howe of 
Pearled fears trickled down her femlpbluthing cheeks , re- 
plyed in this oder. Chink nof, falfe Craptour (quoth the) 
that fear of Death Hall cauſe me fo peldto thy filthy defires : 
ng, no, J twill account that ſtroak fen fines moe happy, and 
welcome fomp ‘Soul than the joys of Wedlock : then aright 
J walk inthe Elizian Fields amongtt thofe Dames that died 
frue Virgins, and not ithe to bebald fhe buvof my Waidens 
glory withered withthe nipping Froſfts of thy unnatural de- 
fires. . 
CThofe words being well underſtood by the lutful Knight, 
who with acounfenance moze furious than the fabage Lyons 
in fhe Defarts of Lybia, fok her by the fender watt, and rigo⸗ 
roufiy Datht her body againſt fhe ground , and there withal 
fpake theſe words: Underſtand, fatd he, and be well perſwad⸗ 
ed, thou unrelenting Damfel, that etther living o2 dean, J 
Iwill perfozm my will and intended purpofe , for in my heart 
there burns a fire that all the water inthe Seas can neber 
quench, no2 all the d21fling clouds of rain, if thep thould drop 
efernal ſhowers: but if ts the water of thy (inet Virginity 
that mut quench my furious burning lobe: and thereupowin 
a madneſs he cutagreat part of the Crain of her Gown and 
bound tf very kaſt fo the hair of her bead, which glitteredlike 
golden wyers, and dragged her up and dowen the Geove, fill 


the grafts turned toa purple colont with the bland that ittued 
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krom her body : by which cruelty he thought fo enforce her fe 
his pleafure, but he reſpected not bis wicked crucity, andthe 
more be procured fo fozment ber the moze earneſtly the de- 
fended he honour. 

When this cruel and inhumane Wonfer fain that neither 
flattering fpeches , no2 bis cruel theeats were of ſufficiency

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‘foul into the boſom of Diana, whom Jbeheld fitting in her Ce⸗ 


leſtial Pallace,accompicd with nuniberiels Troops of Cettal 
Glirging, ready to entertain myp blading Ghoſt into her plea- 
fant Manſion. . ; 

Chis mercilefs Knight ſeeing the kedfatineis that the hav 
inthe defence of her Honour, witha cruel and infernal heart 
took a filken Scarfe which the Damled had girded at her 
Watts, and with a bruital anger doubled if about her neck and 
pinched it fo ſtrait, that ber foul departed krom her Cerre- 
Arial body. 


O you Valiant Knights that by your Prowe[s come to the reading of this 
difmal — , and come to the hearing of theſe bloody lines contain- 
edin this golden Book : confider the great conftancy and chaſtity of 
this. unfortunate Maiden andlet the grief thereof move you to take 
vengeance of this cruelty ewed without any defert.

In this Fores they trabeilen almoſt two hours , and ther 
they went up to the top cfafmrall Mountain which was at 
Hara , from the which they difcovered erp fatr and well 
owred Towns, Princely Pallaces , bery ſumptious fo be- 
Hold: likewifathey difcoboren from the Hill afate Fountain 
weought all of Warble like unfoa Pillar, out of which did 
proceed four Spouts running with Water, which fell into a 
great Ceftern, and coming fo if, they waſhed their Hands, re= 
frethen their Faces, andfo departed. 

After they lmked round about them on every fide, and foward 
their right band they efpicd amongit a company of gran 
Tres, a {mall Cent of black Cloath , towards which thefe 
pꝓpung Princes directed their courſes, with aneafie Pace, 
hut when they hadentred the Cent, ard ſaw no body therein, 
they remained filent a while, hearkening tf they could bear 
any ſtirring, but they coula neither fe nor bear any thing, bat 
only they founsthe paint of cerfain little fet upon the Sand, 
which caufed them moze earneftly fo deſire fo know whofe fmt= 
iteps they were, for that tyep famed fo be fome Ladies 02

this delectable ſight, the there W2incely Knights would not 
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pifcovet themſelves, but ſtod clofely behind thee Pine⸗ 
Tres Which grew near unts the Wountatn , fo bear the 
event ofthis accident: tobereas they fwd cloked in fiience, 
thoy beard her thus to confer twith ber beautiful Daughter : 

~ Oh my Rofara(quoth fhe) the unhappy figure of him,that with- 
out pitty hath wounded my heart , and left me comfortlefs with the 
greateft cruelty that ever Knight or Gentleman left Lady: how 
hath it been poflible that Ihave had the force to'bring up thee, the 
child of fuch a Father which hath-bereaved me of my liberty! O you 
Soveraign Powers, grant that I may eftablifh in my mind the re- 
membrance of the Love of thy Adulerous Father? Oh Girle, born 
to a further grief, here do I defire the guiders of thy Fortunes , that 
thy gliftring beauty may have fuch force and power, whereby the 
fhining beams thereof may take revengement of the difhonour of 
thy Mother: give ear dear Child, Ifay, unto thy dying Mother, 
thou that art born in the difhonour of thy generation , by the lofs 
of my Virginity, here doI charge thee upon my bleſſing even at my 
hour of death , and {wear thee by the band of Nature, never to 
fuffer thy beauty to be enjoyed by any one, untill thy difluyal Fa- 
thers Head be offered up in Sacrifice unto my grave, thereby fome- 
what appeafe the fury of my. difcontented Soul, and recover part of 
my former honour. 

Theſe and ſuch like words ſpake theafflicten Queen, fo the 
fwonderful amazement of fhe thee young Knights, which as 
pet intended nof fo nifcover themfelbes, but fill fomark the 
event, fo2 they conjectured that ber twwoful complaints were the 
induction of fome ſtrange accinent : Chus as they fwd ob- 
fcurely bebino the Cres, they fav the young and beautiful 
Damfel gibe unto her dying Mother , Paper Penand Ink, 
the which the pulled from ber fair bofome, with which the 
grieved Quenfubferibed certain ſorrowtul Lines unto him 
that twas the caufer of ber baniſhment: and making an end of 
Her writting, they beard ber (with a dying breath) {peak unte 
her Daughter thee ſorrowful words following :

Letter may be given to that cruel Knight thy difloyal Father, giving 


chim to underftand of this my troblefome death, the'occafion where- 


of was his unreafonable cruelty: and making an end of faping 
this, the miſerable Queen fell down, not having any more 
ſrength to ſit up, but let the Letter fall out of her‘ hand 5 the 
inhich her forrotuful Daughter prefently tok up, anv Falling 
upon her Mothers Beealt, the replyen inthis ſorrowſul man 
ner: 

Oh my fweet Mother, tell me not that you will die, for it adds a 
torment more grievous tinto my Soul than thé punifhment: which 
Danaus Daughters feel in Hell: Thad rather be torn in piecss by 
the fury of fome mercilefsMontfter’,’ or co have my heart parted in 
twain by the hands of him that is my gréateft-enemy, than to remain 
without your company. Sweet Mother} let thefe my ‘youthful 
Years, and this ‘ereen budding Beauty encourage you fill to ‘revive, 
and not to leave me comfortlefs, like an Exiletm the World's: biit 
in the gloomy Fates'do tryumph inc your death § “nd abrides-your 
breathing Trunk of life, and your Soul muft néeds so wander in the 
Elizsan Shades, with Trvfa’s Shadow, and with Dido’ Ghoft here 
{ -proteft by the great, and tender love F bear you, atid by theidue 
obedience that l own unto your Age} ‘either t6!déliver this your 
Letter into the hand of my unkind Father, or with'thefe hy afl 
Fingers to rend my ‘heart in funder: and°before I will forget my 
Vow, the filvertreamed Tygris ſhall forfake her courfe; thé Séa her 
Tydes, and the gliftering°Queen of Night herufual changes + nei- 
ther Mall any forgetfulnefs’beé an ‘occafion to’ withdtaw: my mind 
from performing your dying Requeſts Then this weak MD nen 
Whoſe power and ſtrength Was wholly derayed and her hour 
of Death grew near at hand,) with a keeble bopee He faint O 
you Sacred’ and Immortal’ Gods , and all’‘you' bright Ceeleftial 
Powers of happineſs into your Divine bofoms now do I commend 
my dying Soul; “asking’no other revengemoent againſt me cauſe 
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of my death , but that he may dye likeme for want of love. 
After this the ping DQuenneber fpeak word mote, fo2 af 
that-initant the cruel Deſtinies gabe end unto her life: but 
when Rofana perceiver her to be dead, and. the left tothe world 
Devgid of comfort, He began fo tear the golden trammels from 
her Head, and mot furtoully to beat her white and Ivorp 
bieatt, filling the empty Ayr with clamozs of ber moans, mur

Oh miferable Queen, oh fond and unhappy Lady! thy fpeeches 
be too foolifh , for Athough thy.defperate hand fhould pullout thy 
difpifed heart from thy bleeding breaft , yet can it not make fatis- 
faction for thy difhonour. : 

Oh you Clouds! Why do you not caft fome fiery Thunder-bolt 
down upon my head? or why doth not the Earth gape and {wallow 
my infamous Body » Oh falfe and deceiving Lord I would thy lo= 
ving and amorous words had never been ſpoken! nor thy quick-figh- 
ted Eyes never gazed upon my Beauty, then had I florifhe ftill with

Moar of fhe Iſſand, where this wicked Leoger and the Magi⸗ 
tian had Fortifted their Black Cattle, in which Country the 
Champtons like the invincible followers of Mars, fearing no 
danger, no2 fhe frowns of unconſtant Fortune, betok them⸗ 
ſelves to fhe readieſt way towards the Cattle, in which jour⸗ 
ney they were almoſt rabithen with the pleafure of the Jüand, 
fo2 entring into a narrow and ſtraight lane, garniched da both 
fides with Crees of divers forts, thep heard how the Summer 
Birds recorded their pleafant melodies, and made their ſweet 
and accuſtomed ſongs without fear of any man fo motett then. 
An twhich row of pleafant Cres that Delighted them on both 
fides, thore wanted not the green Laweel, fo much efteemed of 
igarned Scholers : no2 the ſweet Wyatle Cree, loven by La⸗ 
dies : nor the bigh Cypreſs, ſo much regarded of Lovers : nea 
the ately Pine, which for his ficuri®ing height ts tatles 
the Prince of Cres : whereby they judgen.it to he rather an 
habitation fo2 dons and Govdefles , than a terreſtial Coun- 
frp, for thatthe Golden Sun with his glitering Beams din 
pals theough thofe gran and pleafant Cres without any hin⸗ 
drance of black Clouds ,. for the skies wore clear us tryen fil 
ber: likewiſe the Weſtern Wind Did foftly hake the hiver- 
ing leaves, toberchy it made as ſweet a harmony as if Dep ap

ben Celeſtial Cherubtns: athoufand little ſtreamed broks 
ran upon the enamled ground, making ſundey fre works by 
their crooked furnings, and joyning sire water with another, 
witha hery genfle meting, making fuch ilber muſick, that 
the Champions with the pleafure thereof were almoſt rabtth- zs 
ed, and {mally regarded whether their Horſes went right o2 
no, and frabelling inthis fot, they rode forward fill thep 
came info a mar velous great and ide Meddow, boing of fuch 
erceding fatrenefs, that Jamnot able with a Pen fo paint out 
the ercellencp thereof: whereas were feeding both wild and 
tame Darts, adorned with great and cragged boons : like— 
wife the furious Mild Wore, the fierce Lyon, andthe imple 
Lambs, were all together, fueving with fo great friendibip,as 
on the contrary, by nature they were enemies. 

Whereat the Noble Champtons were almoſt overcome in 
their own conceifs, andamased in their tmaginations , fo fee 
ſo ftrange lobe, clean contrary unto nafure,and that there was 
no Difference befwirt the love of wild Beals andfame, tn this 
manner thep travelled along , ftll upon a fudden they arrived 
before the butidings of fhe Black Cattle: andcafting their 
epes fowards fhefame, they bebeld near unto the principale 


gate, right over the Caftle,fivelbe marble Pinacles,of fuch an 


erceding height, thatthe Ppramides of Egypt were very low 
in compar iſon of them: in fuch fot that whoſoever would lok 
upon them, was ſcant able with his fight fo comprehend the 
. height thereof, andthey were all painted moſt gozgeoully with 
ſeveral colours. 

Down below undec the Caſtle there was an Arch with a 
Bate, which femed to be of Diamonds, and all was compaſſed 
about witha great Moato2 Ditch, being of fogreat a depth, 
that thep thought if foreach fo fhe midſt of the Earth, and it 
was almoſt two hundred paces b20ad, andebery Gate had his 
Dawv-btdge,all made of red 300208, twhich Cemedas though 
they had been bathed all in blod. 

After this the Champtons rode to the ether fide of thts gan- 
ly Cafkle, wondring at the cur idus and fumptuetis vorkman⸗ 
hip, where thep efpyeda Pillar of beautiful Jaſpe ſtone, all 
wrought full of peectons Sfones of range orks, ther —

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Pillar Mas of great balluc, and was garnithed with chains of 
Gold, that were made fat unto tt by Magick Art, at which 
Pillar likewiſe hung avery coſtly filber Crumpet, with cer - 
fain letters carbenabout the fame, the which contained theſe 
words following * si 


If any dare attempt this place to fee, 

By founding this, “the gate fhall opened be; 

A Trumpet here enchain’d by Magick Art , 

To daunt with fear the proudeft Champions heart : 
Look thou for blows that entreft in thisGate , 
Returnin time ; repentance comes too late. 


The which when St. George beheld, and had underſtood the 
meaning of thofe myſtical Letters, without any moe tarry- 
ing, be Cet the filber Trumpet fo his mouth, andfounded fuch 
abtehementblat , thatitfemedto Ecchs tithe foundation of 
the Cattle: whereat the principal Gate prefently opened, and 
the Draw⸗bridge was let dovn, without the help of any viſible 
hand, which made the Champions fo wonder, and fo ttand 
amazed at the ſtrange accident, but pet intending not fo return, 
like Cowards daunted with a puff of wind, they allighted front 
their Wiarlike Steds , and delivered them inte the old Shep - 
Heards hands, tobe fev upon the fragrant and green Grafs, fill 
they bad performed the adventure nt the Cattle, the tobich they - 
vowed either fo accompli, oꝛ never to return: fo lecking 
down their Beavers, and dating forth their Keen edged 
Fauchiens, they entredthe Gates, and being fafe within, the 
Champions loked round about them to fee tf thep could efpy 
any body , but thoy fain nothing but a pair of winding Stairs, 
whereat they deſcended, they had not gone many ſteps, but 
therein twas fo great a darknefs, that f carce they could fee any 
light, fo that it rather feenied the ſimilitude of bell, than any 
ather woridly place, pet groping by the walls, thep kept their 
going down thofe narrow and turning atts, which were berp 
dark, andatfuchlenabt, that they thought thep defcended into 
fhe middle ofthe Garth. . 

They fpent a great time tn defcending thole Stairs, ra? in

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tho end they came into a very fate and large Court all com⸗ 
patted with Frou Gates ltkheuntoa P2ifon, 02 4 Pallace pro⸗ 
piventokeep untamed Lyons 5 whereit catting their eyes up 
tothefop of the Cattle , they bebelathe wicked Knight ivalk = 
“ing with the Peqromanrer upen a large Gallery, (upportea 
With huge Pullars'of W2afs’: likewilethere {were attending 
upon them feven Gyants cloathed in mighty Iron Coats, hold⸗ 
“ing in their bands Dats of feel? fo whsm the bold and ven⸗ 
tures Thampion of England fpake {ith an undaunted courage 
and Lewd boyee in this matter, ſayvying. Puyo? 
7 Come down thou wicked Knight, thou fpoyle of Virginity, thou 
that art invironed with thefe monftrous Gyants,thefe the wondring 
“works of nature, whofe daring looks feem to {cale the clouds, much 
“Hike unto the pride of Nimrod , when he offered to-build up Babels 
confufed Tower.” bea a) HLS ORGS! 
~ Come down T fay,” from thy Brazen Gallery, and take to thee thy 
Armour, thou that haſt a heart to commit a Virgins Rape for whofe 
revenge we come, now likewife have a courage in thy defence: for 
we vow never to depart out of thy Caftle, till we have confounded 
thee, or by thy force be difcomited. 3 

At which words be held his peace, erpeding an anfiver, 
whereat the wicken Knight then be heard thefe Heroical 
Syneeches of Sf. George, began fo fref and fume like fo a 
ſtarved Lyon, kamiſhed with hunger, 02 the cruel Cyger 
mofling inbumane blod, with a great delire fo fatisie bis 
thirſt, 02 like the {v2 ath of dogged Cerberus when as he featted 
{ith Alcides Fleſh; eben fo raged Leoger the Knight of the 
Black Cattle, theeatning forth fury from his fparkling epes : 
i in fits bile manner re⸗anſwered the Noble Champion of 

ngland. 

Proud Knight (faid he) or Peafant, whatfoever thouart, I pafs 
not the {mallefthair of myhead , for thy upbraiding me with thy 
unruly tongue, I will return thy fpeeches on thy felf, for the pave- 
ments of my Caſtle fhall be fprinkled with thy accurfed blood , and 
the bones of thofe thy unhappy followers fhall be buried in the finks 
of my channels, If thou hadft brought the Army of C'e/ar , that 
made all Lands totremble where he came, yet were they but asa 
blaſt of wind unto my force , Seeft thou nos my Gyants which ſtand 

like 
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like Oaks upon.our Brazen Gallery! they at my commandment 
fhall take you from the places where you ftand : and throw you 
over the Walls of this my Cale, in fuch fort, that they fhall make 
you flee into the Ayr, more than ten fathoms high. And for that 
thou haft upbraided me.with the difgrace done unto a Virgin , I tell 
thee, if I had thy Mother here, of whom thou tookett firft the Ayr of

At which words the Gyants which be had by2en fo nefend 
dim from bis foes, came unto him very frongly armed with 
ſturdy weapons in their hands, and requetted him fo be quiet, 
and to abate bis fo incenfen danger, and they would fetch unto 
bis prefence all thofe braving, Knights that were the occafion 
of bis vifquictnefs and anger: and ſo without tarrping fo2 an 
anfiner, they departen down into the Court,andleft the knight 
ofthe Cattle with the Magician, Manding {ill upon the Gal⸗ 
lery tobebolathe following encounters. . : 

But when the Gpants appesachen he Champions peelence, 
and ſaw them fo well proportioned and furniſhed, and Bnights 
of fo gallent Statures, they flouriſhed about their knotty 
Clubs, and purpofen not to {pend the time tn words but in 
blots: | | ! ; 

Ten one of the fierceſt and cruelleſt Gyants of them all 
(which was called Brandamond) {eing Stant George to be the 
ſorwardeſt ithe enterp2tse,,andjnoged him fo be the Knight 
that han fo baaben bis Lord, be began with a ſtern countenance 
to ſpeak unto him in this, manner : Arc chou that bold Knighe 
(faid theo Gyant). thatwith thy witlefs words haft fo angred the 
mighty? Leoger theLordof this Caſtle 2? Ifthou.be, I advife thee by 
fubmiftion torfeek.to appeafe his furious wrath: before revengment be 

ce vohy/perfon. is abe tp 
Aledo he thee (that if thou wilt remain with thy life) that 
thoudot leave thy Armoup and. yield thy felf with all thefe follow- 
ers, with theirhandsbound behind them jas 4 go andask forgivene{s 
SS 
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at his feet: Co which Saint George with a ſmiling counte⸗ 
nance anfivered : Gyant (faid he) thy counfel I'do not like, nor 
thy advice well I receive, but rather do we hope to fend thee and all 
thy followers , without tongues to the infernal King of fiery Phlege- 
ton, and for that you fhall not have any more time to fpeak fuch folly 
and foolifhnefs,either return your ways from whence you came,and 
repent of this which you have faid , or elſe prepare your felves to 
a mortal Battel. 

The Gyants when they heardthe Champions refolutions, 
and how ſlightlyſthey regarded thetr poofters, without any lon⸗ 
ger karryving they ſtraight wap fell upon Saint George and 
his Company, intending with their knotty Bats of Stell to 
beat them as ſmall as fel) unto fhe Wot, but the Muen of 
chance fo ſmiled upon the Chriſtian Champions, that the 
Gyants finally preveiled, kor betwixt thent was kought a long 
and fertble battel, in fuch danger that the victory hung waver 
ing on both fides not knowing fo whom tf would fall : fhe Bats 
and Fauchions made (uch a noyſe upon one anothers Armour, 
that thep founded itke to the blows of fhe Cyclops working 
upon their Anvils: and of every blow thep gave, fire flew fron 
their Steled Corfiets , like fparkles fromthe flaming fur - 
naces in Hell, the sktes refounded back the Ecchoes of their 
ffroaks, and the ground thok as though if hav been opprefted 
with an Earth-quake : the pabement of the Court twas over 
ſpread with an inter mixing of bled and fiveat, and the Walls 
of the Cattle were mightily battered with the Gants Clubs : 
by the time that glilering Sol, the days bight Candle began 
fo decline front the top of heaven, the Gyants (wearied in 
fight) began to faint, thereat the Chriftian Knights with

hands of bis. Enemies, and pefently would habe catt himſeif 
head long from the fopof the Gallerp,thereby to habe datht out. 
his brains again the pavement, had not the Negromancer, 
who likewiſe beheld the event of the encounter, intercepted 
him in his intended drift, promiſing fo perfozm by Art what 
the Gyants could not do bp force. | 
So the Pegeomancer fell to his Wagick Spels and 
Charms, by which the Chriſtian Champions were mighti< 
ip troubled and moleſted, and brought in danger of their 
aoe , by a fearful and range manner , as thall be hereafter 
hewn. 
$02.08 they ſtood after their long Encounters, unbuckling 
their. Armours to take the frefhaypr, and wach their blody 
wounds received in their lat conflic : the Magician cauſed 
by bis Art a Spirit inthe likeneſs of a Lady of a marvellous 
and fatr beanty, tolmk thoough an Jron grate, who feemed fo 
lean ber fair faceupon ber white hand very penſively, and di⸗ 
filled from her Chriſtal eyes great. abundance of tears. 
When the Champions ſaw this beautiful Creature, they re- 
mained in great admiration, thinking with themſelves that 
by fome hard misfortune the was Impeiſoned tn thofe Fron 
Grates: at which this Lady did feent fo open ber fair and 
Chikaline eves, lmking earneſtly upow Saint George,. and 
gibing a griebous and ſorrowful figh, the withdeem ber felf 
front the Geate., which fudden oeparture caufed the Cheiitian 
Knights to have.a great defire fo know eho it ſhould be, ſu⸗ 
ſpecing that by the fozce of fome Enchantment, they thould 
he overthrown : but cating up their epes again to feel they

All that thou doft and wilt dod fuffer at thy hands , replyed the 
Negromancer: only for revengement that I will take of thee for the 
flaughter of my Mafters Gyants , which as yet lie murthered in the 
Court,and that very quickly : and therewithal he went inviſibly 
out of the Cabe.

wings the beat him on every fite. Chis Valltant Champion 
and noble Warriour would never let herlofe, but fill re— 
mained holding her betwirt his arms continuing thts perilous 
and pangerous fight, fillall his baight Armonr was tmb2ued 
with her beftial bled, by which occaſion the lov a great part of 
her ſtrength, and was not able long fo continue. 

Bong indured this great and dangerous Encounter, and the 
infernal Serpent remained fatt unto the noble and valiant 
brett of the Engliſh Knight, ill fuch time as be plainly per⸗ 
ceived that the Wontter began fo wax faint, and to lofe ber 
firength. Likewiſe if could not be ofverwife, but Saint 
George waxed ſomewhat tveary , confidering the former fight 
Hehadfolately withthe Gyant. Notwithſtanding, when he 
felf the great weaknefs of fhe Serpent, he ota animate hin— 
felf with courage, and babing opportunity by reafon of the 
_ guiantity of blond that tu’ from hts wounds, he fok bis fruity 
fword and th2utt if info ber heart with ſuch violence, that he 
clobe it in fivo pieces: fothts infernal Wontter fell down 
dead tothe ground, and carrped the Chriſtian Champion with 
her, for that they were fat clofed together, but by veafon that 
the Serpent lacked ttrength, be quickly cleared himfelt of 
Her Claws andrecobvered his Sive2d. But then he fate cers 
tainly be twas clear from the Wonter, and that He had ptelded 
up her defetted breath into the brittle apr, he Knecled down and 
gave thanks to the happy Queen of Chance fo2 his delivery. 
The venome twas ſo great that the Serpent theew out fo infed 
the Knight, that if his Armour had nol ben of a precious ver = 
tuͤe, he had ben impoyſoned fo death. . 

After the Uigsry was obfainedandtha Monſter pead, he 
greie very weary and unquiet, and was conſtrained fo fit and 
cool himſelf by a Well which was full of water , ſtanding 
ina corner of fhe Cabe, fromtobence the Monſtrous Ser⸗ 
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The Second Part of the 


pent fir appeared and came forth. And when he found him⸗ 
felf refrethen, he repaired to the Enchanten Ben whereupon 
the ether ſir Champions lap fleeping , and dreamed of ng uch 
ſtrange accident that hav hapned fo him: whom be purpofen 
to reveal the true difcourfe of all Dangers that han befain him 
in that accident. | 

But no ſoner appeeached he unto that enchanted Ben, ano 
had ſet himfelf down upon the one end thereof and thinking to 
begin his diſcourſe, but he peefentlp fell into a heaby and dead 
umber, —— 

‘Chere will we leave them fleeping and dreaming upon the 
Enchanted bed, not fo be wakened by any means,and return fo 
fhe Negromancer, that nas buſied all the time of the Ser⸗ 
pents encounter with Leoger, in burping of the bead Gyants, 
but be knew by dis Art , that he Serpent was flain, and 
likewiſe Saint George opp2efled with a charmed fleep in com= 
pany of the other C hamptons upon the Enchanted Ben, from 
whence he purpofed that thep never moze ſhould awake, but 
{pend the reſt of their fortunes in eternal fleeps. 

Whereupon by his devillich Arts he caufed Lamps fobuen 
continually befoze the entrp of the Cabe , the peopertics 
inbereof were fo ftrange, that folong as the Lamps continued 
burning, the Champtons ould never be waked, and the fires 
Mould never be quenched but by the water of an enchanted 
Fountain, the which he tikewile by Magick Art had ereced in 
Che mtodle of the Court guarded mol frongly with Sprights: 
and the water thoula never be obfatnen but by a Uirgin which 
at ber Birth ould have the fozntefa Koſe libelp picured 
upon ber Beat. . 

Thele things being performed by the ſecrets of the Magi⸗ 
clans skill, aoved fuch a pleafure to. Leogers heart » that be 
thought bimfelf elivated higher thanthe Cowers of bis divel - 

ing, for be accounted no jay fo pleating unto bis Soul, as to 
fee his moetal Enemies captrbated ut his power, andthat the 
Magician had dene more by his Act, thanall the Knights in 
Afia could perform by Proweſſe. We will not now only leave 
the Champions treéhew Meeps, dreaming of no Miſhap, we 
alfo

alfe the Magician with Leoger inthe Black Cattle, ſpending 
their time fecurely, carelefs of all enfuing danger, and {peak 
now of the old Shepherdiwhom the Chanipions at their irk

{warlike Palfries, as they fed upon the green graſs: which 
ola man, when be could hear no news of fhe Champions re⸗ 
furn, he greatly miftrutten their confufion, and that by fone 
treachzy they twere intercepten in their botwed revengement, 
therefore be potetten fecretly with his own foul, ti that fo2 bis 
fake fo many brave Chantptons had lott their lives, never to 
depart out of thoſe Fields, buf fofpend his days in fuch fo2= 
rou ag Did that haplefs King of Babylon, that fo2 feben parteh⸗ 
ing Summers, and as many freezing Winters twas con 
ffrainentofed upon the flowers of fhe Fields, and fo drink the 
dew of Heaven, till the hairs of his head grew as tif as Ea⸗ 
gles Feathers, anothe Nails of bis fingers like unfo Birds 
claius, thelike oxtremity be botvcd fo endure until be either 
re-obtained a wiſched fight of thefe invincible Knights (fhe 
Aowers of Chivalry) 02 elfe were conftrained by courle of na⸗ 
tureto picloup bis loathed life tothe fury of thoſe fatal Si⸗ 
fers: In this dep diftrefs twill my weary Wule likewiſe 
leabe this old Shepherd mourning fo2 the long abfence of fhe 
Englih Champton, andthe other Chetittan Knights, and 
turn unto St.George’s baliant Sons, wham we left travelling. 
fromthe Queen of Armenia’s Gabe With her unbappy daugh⸗ 
fer Rofana, to take revengement of ber diflopal Lord being the 


Knight of the Black Cattle, of whole villanies pou have heard. 


fo much before. 
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Flow Saint George’s three Sons after their departure from the Queen 
of Armentia’s Sepulchre, incompany of her Daughter Rofana, met 
with a Wild-man, with whom there hapned aftrange Adventure : 
and after how they entred the Black Caftle», whereas they 
quenched the Lamps , and awaked the feven Champions of Chri- 
ftendom , after they had flept feven days upon an Enchanted 
Bed, with other things that chanced in the fame Caftle. 


“He bunaing flowers of Chivalry the valiant Sons of 
Saint George fo perform their Knightly promiſes and 
to accomplitt bat they had proteſted to Rofana, at the 
Mueen her Mothers Grabe, which was to being ber fafelyp 
unto the Dlack Cattle, where her unkind Father had his re- 
fivence. Firil, thep povided her a Palfrey o2 Jennet, bev 
upon the Borders of Spain, which was furnithed with black 
Caparifons , in fignof ber beaby and difcontented mind, and 
bis fore-head beauttfien with afpangled Plume of Feathers.

CThefe words being fpoken with great courage and Wajetty, 
caufed Rofana fo fmtle with a chearful countenance, and to 
ombolden ber heart againſt all enfuing accidents : fo pefent- 
ly thep came unto a Kiver which twas both clear and dep , the 
which they judgedforun quite thozow the middie of the Iſ⸗ 
land: and fo travelling along by the Kiver fide where within a

Buf at laff, when 
St. George’s Sons had recovered their former (perches, one of 
thems (though nof intending fo rebeal what they imagined) 
faid fo the old Shepheard: that likewife they came to bere 
benged upon that accurfed Knight, for the fpople of a beaute> 
pus and Worthy Uirgin Quen, done by the fame luk infaned 
Tyrant. 

Chen the Ladp andthe thee Knights alighted from their 
Horfes and likewiſe committed them tothe kaping of fhe old 
Shepheard: who courteoully receibed them, and earneſtly 
praped for thetr profperous proceedings. Sothe thax Knights 
buckled clofe their Armours, lacedon their Helmets, and put 
their Shields upon their Arms,and in company of Rofana thep 
went fo fhe Cattle Gate, the which glittered again the Sun 
like burniſht gold: whereat hung a mighfp Copper Ring, 
wherewith they beat fo bebemently again the Gate, that it 
fcemed fo raffle like a Diolent tempeſtuous form of Chunder 
inthe Element. 

Then peefently there appeared (aking out of a Marble pil⸗ 
lared window) fhe Magictan, newly rifen from hts Ben, ing 
wrought ſhirt with black Silk, andcobered witha Might=- 
gown of Damask Uelvet: andfeing the Knights with the 
Lady ftanding before the Gate, be thus oifcourfeoully greeting 
theur. 

You Knights of ftrange Countreys (faid he,) for fo dothit ap- 
pear by your ftrange demeanours , if you defire to-have the Gates 
opened, and your Bones burried in the Vaults of our Caftle , turn 
back unto the Jafper Pillar behind you,-and found the Silver Trum- 
pet that hangs upon it, fo fhall your entry be eafie , but your 
coming forth miraculous, And thereupon the Magician left the 
Window. 

Whereupon one of the Knights went unto the Jafper piller, 
and with a vehement beeath (ounded the enchanted Trumpet, 
as Saint George did bekore, whereat the Gates flew open in 
like manner: Wwhere info (without diſturbance) they entred: 
and coming into the ſame Court were the Champions han 
fought withthe Gyants , they efptedthe Enchanted Lamps, 
whish bung burning before the entry of the Cabe where the

Chele Uerles being perufedby the thee Knights, ano tings 
ing them as it were contrived in the manner of mpttical p= 
Yacle,: they could not imagine what thep thould fignifie : but 
Rofana being fingular twell conceited, and of a quick under= 
flanding,: peefently knew that by ber fhe adventures ſhould be 
finifged, anvtherefore he encouraged them to a forwardnete, 
and to frek ont the enchanted fountatn, that by the water there: 
of fhe Lamps might be quenched, and the ſeven Champions 
delivered out of Captivity. . | : 

Chis importunate delire of Rofana , cauled the thee young 
Knights not to tole any time , but tofearchin every corner of 
the Cattle; till they had found the place wherein the fountain 
was: for'as thep iwent towards the’ North⸗ ſide of the Court, 
they eſpyed another little door Handing in the Wall; and when 
thep came to it, they ſaw that tf was made allof berp trong — 
Grow, with a Portal of Stel, and inthe kep-hole thereof 
fhereivas a brazen keep, with the whith they did open tt, here 
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anger ther theew their Shields at their Backs , and taking

Pet foz all this they enfren ‘tw ‘thereat, anv would not be 
daunted with any ceremonious ‘fear, but ke Aniahes-of an 
Heroical eſtimation they went forward : therein they were 
no foner entered, ‘but they Taw that it was wonnerful bark, and 
if ſeemed unto them ‘that it ould beabery large ball, and 
‘there they heard ‘bery fearful howlings, as though there han 
been a Legion of bell-hounds , 02 that Placoes Dog had been 
Mice gerent of that place. Pet #02 all this thete valiant 
Knights did not lofe-any of their accattontes courage, nor 


would the Lady leabe their companies fo2 any danger at-all:: 


but they entred in further, and tok off theit Gounticts froin 
their left hands., whereon they woe marvellous great and 
fine Diamonds, which were fet in Kings that gabe fo much 
light, that thep might plainly fec all things that were tn the 
Hall, the which was verp great: and wine , ann upon the 
Walls were painted the Figures ‘of many furious ftends, 
Devils, with other range Vifiont framed by Magick Art, 


only to ferrifie the Beholders. But loking very circum 


fpectly about them on every fide, they ef pyenthe Enchanted 
Fountain Kanding dtrecly tivtho middle of the hall, towarns 
which thep went with their Shields braced on their left arms, 
and their god Swords charged in their right hands ; ready to 
Wwithiand any dangerous accivent whatforver thould happen. 
But coming fo the Fountain, and offering to fill their Hel⸗ 
mets with water, there appearen befo2e thent a ſtrange and 
ferrible Griphon, which temen fo be ail of flanzing fire, who 
ſtruck all the thee Knights one after another in ſuch fot, that 
they were forced to vecopl back @ great wap : pet notwith⸗ 
ſtanding with great difcretion they kept thomſelves upright, 
and with a wonderkul lightneſs, accompanied with no leſs 
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The Second Part of the 
their Swords in both their hands, they began moſt fiercely fo 
affayl the Griphon with mortal and ſtrong blows. Chen 
peefentlp there appeared before them a whole Legion of De⸗ 
vils With Fleſh⸗hoks in thetr hands, (pitting forth flames of 
Fire, and beathing krom their Hoſtrils ſmoaking Sulphur 


~ and Binitone. Bn this terrible fort tormented they thefe 


thece baliant Knights, whole pears although they were but 
young, pet with qreat wrath and redoubled force adventure 
they themſelves among this Helliſh Crew, ſtriking fuch ter⸗ 
rible blows , that in ſpight of them fhep cante unto the Foun⸗ 
fain, and proffered fo take of the water : but all in bat, fo2 
fhep were nof onelp put fromit by this Devillich company, 
but fhe water if felf glided from their hands. 

Oh in what great travel and perplerity thele Knights res 
mained amongſt this wicked and Devilliſh generation fo2 fo 
acfend themfelbes , that they might attain to the Snithing of 
fhis adventure, according fo their Knightly promiſe. 

But during the time of all theſe dangerous encounters, Ro 
fana ſtod like one bereft of ſenſe, through the terrour of the 
Came: but at laf remembring her felf of the ſuperſcription 
weitten inthe ſilver Cablet, the which the Knights peruſed 
by the enchanted Lamps : the figntfication of which twas that 
the quenching of the Lights ſhould be accomplithed by a pure 
— that had the lively form of a Koſe naturally pictured 

pon her Beate, all the which Roſana knew mol certainly fo 
Be comp2ehended tn her felf ,. therefore whileft they continued 
in their Dangerous fight, fhe tok upa belmet that was pulled 
front one of fhe Knights Heads by the furious force of the 
Griphon, anv ran unto the Fountain, and filled tf with water, 
wherewith the quenched the enchanted Lamps , with as much 
eale as hough one had dipped a a waxen Coch ura mighty Rts 
ber of water. 

This was no foner done and finifhen, fo Rofana’s chiefett 
confentment, buf then the Skies began fo war dark, and im⸗ 
mediately fo be overſpread with a black and thitk Cloud, and 
if came with great Chundzing and Lightnings , and fucha 
terrible nopfe as though.carth would babe funk : and the 
longer it endured, the moze was the fury thereof , infuch — 
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feven'Champions of Chriftendom. 


that the Geiphontwith all that deluded generation of Spirits 
vaniſhed away, andthe Knights forſok their encounters, aud 
fell upon their knees: and with great hunvility they aefiren in 
their hearts to be delivered from the tary of that erceding and 
terrible Tempeſt. 

By this ſudden alteration of the heavens, the Knight of the 

Cattle knew that the Lamps were ertinguitjen, the Chamyt- 
ons redemed from their -Enchantealeps, the Cattle vrelded 
tothe pleafure of the thee tknights;and his otun life to the tury 
pf their Swords except he prclerb’ait by a furpen light. to 
peefently he departed the Cattle and ſeeretly fled out of the It 
land unſuſpeded by any one:: ok whoſe after fFortunes iniferies 
and death; pou tall hear more hereafter in the courſe of the 
Dror following — 
Ehe Negromanter by his art likewiſe knew that the Cafte 
was yelded unto his Enemies Power, and that bis Charms 
and Magick {pels nothing prevailed: therefore he cater ting 
apric Spirits in the. likenels of two Dagens to carey Hint 
ſwiktly thoough the Ape in an Ebon Chario€, . 

ere we likewile twill leave him in his wicken and Devil 
lith attemps, and damned enterp2tfes, which Mall he vifcour= 
fed hereafter moze at large: becauſe it appertaineth to our 
Hiſtory now to (peak of the (even. renowned C hampians of 
Chritkendom , that by the quenching of the Tamps were 
awakened from their Enchantments, wherein they had latn in 

obfcurtty fo2 the {pace of feven days. For wheit they tere rifen 
from their ſlep, anv had rowſed up their drowſie (pirits , like 
men newly recovered from a Crance, being atbamen of that 
difvonourable enterprtse , thep long time gazed oneach offers 
Face, being not able to expreſſe their minds, bul by bluthing 
lwks being the filent ſpeakers of their extream ferrous. Dot 
at lat, St. George began to erpretle the extremitp of his arict 
inthis manner : he 3 | 

What is become of you brave Exrope Champions ({aid he) where 
is now your wonted Valours, of late fo much renowned through 
the World? what is become of your furmounted. ftrengths; that 
hath bruifed enchanted Helmets, and quaild che power of mighty 
multitudes ? what is become of your terrible blows., ‘that have fib:

dued Mountains, hewed in funder Diamond Armouts, and brouglit 
whole Kingdoms under your fubjections? Now I fee that all is for. 
gotten and nothing worth,for that we have buried all our Honours, 
Dignities, and Fames, in flothful {lumbers, upona filken Bed. 

And thereupon be fell upon bis knees, andfatd, thou thar arc 
the Guider ofall our Fortunes, unto thee] invocate and call ; and 
defire thee to help us, and do not permit us to have our Fames taken 
away for this difhonourand let us merit Dignity by our Victories, 
and that our bright Renowns may ride upon the glorious wings of 
Fame; whereby the Babes as yet unborn may {peak of us, and in time 
to come fill whole Volums with our Princely Atchievements.. 

Thefe andluch like Speeches pronounted this diſcontented 
hampton , till fuch time as the Clements cleared , and that 
golden faced Phebus gliſtred with (plendant brightneſſe into 
the Cave through a fecret hole, which ſeemed in their conceits 
fo dance about the Vayle of beaben, and fo reoyce at their 
happy peliverics. | 

Aw this jopful manner returned they up infofhe Court of - 
the Cattle, with their Armours bucklen fait unto their bovies, 
{which had not ben unbraced tn ſeven days before , there they 
niet with the thaw Buights coming to falute them and to give 
them the courtefies of Knight⸗hod. 3 

But when Saint George law his Sans, whon he had not fen 
iit five pears before, he was fo raviſhed with joy , that he 
ſwounded in their boſoms, being not ableto give them his blefs 
fing, fo creat was the pleafurche tok in their ſights.

Pilgrimage to Jerufalem as you heard in the beginning of this 
Bok, thep setermined fo fearch the Cattle, andto findout 
Leoger with bis aflociate the wicked Cnebanter, that they

and had. left the empty Cattle to the fpopl ofthe Chriſtian 
Champions :but when Rofana ſaw her felt diſmiſt from bee 
purpofe, andthat ihe could not perform ber Moethers will a⸗ 
gaintt ber otflopal Father, eo protecites by her Wathers name, 
never fo clofe up ber careful eves with quiet fumbers, nor nes 
ber reſt her weary Limbs tn Bedof Down, but travel up and 
down the circlea Earth, till ihe enjoyed a fight of her oifloyal 
father , whom as pet her eyes ota neverfe. Therefore ihe 
conjuredthe Champions by the lobe and honour that Knights 
bo bear unto poor diſtreſſed Ladies , fo grant her liberty to de⸗ 
part, and not fo binder ber from ber intended Crabel. 

The Knights confisered with themſelves that ſhe was a Lae 
py of a Divine Inſpiration, boon unto fome ſtrange Fo2tune, 
andone by fhe Heavens appointment, which had reamed them 
from a wonderkul miſer 

Therefore they condeſcended to her oelires and not only gave 
her leave fo depart but furniſhed her with all things belonging 
to a Lady of fobzabeamind.

Chis pone without any longer farrpance, but only thanking 
them fo2 their great hindnefs ſhewed unto her in vifkrete , ſhe 
leapt into the Saddle without the helpof tirrup or any offer 
thing, and fo rode ſpeedily atuap from their lights, as a thower 
Of rain driven bya biolent tempeik. 

After her departure, the Champions remembeed the ola 
HSHhepherd, whom they had almotk forgotten, though the joy 
that they takin their happy matings, be as pet rematied 
without the Cattic gates, carefully keeping their borfes, 
whom now they caufertocome in, and not only gabe him the 
Honour due unto his age, but beſtowed ftanklp upon bim fhe

moft miferable wretch with many. torments do die living, 

When this worthy. Champion Saint George was about fo 
anfiver bint, be ſaw come forth from under the Tomb a Dame 
fel who bad ber pate ofa yellow and wan colour, hanging sae 
abqut 
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about her fhonlders , and by her face Ho femen that tie ould 
be very ſtrangely aficend with torments, and witha foirek fel 
voytc fie fab: | 

O unfortunate Knight > what doft thou feek in this infernal lodg- 
ing , whete cannot’be given thee any other pleafure but mortal tor- 
ment, and there ts but one thing thatcan cleer thee fromit , and 
this cannot be told thee by any other but by me? yetT will not ex- 
prefs it, except thouwilt grantme one thing which I will ask of 
thee. 

Che Enalith Champion that with a ſad countenancetead 
beholding of the fo2rowful Damfel, and being greatly amaszev 
at the fight which be ban fren, anſwered and fatd : The powers 
which were Governors of my liberty , will do their pleafures, but 
touching the grant of thy requeftI never denyed any lawful thing to 
either Lady or Gentlewoman , but withal my power and ftrength 1 
was made to fulfil the fame , therefore demand what thy pleafure is, 

And with that the Damfel threw her felf into the Sepulch2e, 
and with a grievous voyce the fain : now moſt courteous Knight 
perform thy promife, {trike but three {troaks upon this fatal Tomb, 
and thon fhalt deliver us from a world of miferies,and likewife make 
an end of our continual torments. | 

Chen the tnbincible Knight replyed in this order, whether 
you be humane creatures faid he, placed in this Sepulchre by Enchant- 
ment, or furies raifed from fiery Acheron, to work my confufion or 
no, Iknownot, and there is fo little. truth in this infernal ‘Caftle, 
that I ftand in doubt whether I may believethy words or nor: but 
~ yet’ difcourfe unto me the truth of all your pafled fortunes , and by 
what meaas you were brought into thisplace , andasI amatrue 
Knight and one that fights in the quarrel of Chriftendom , I vow to 
ascomplifh whatfoever lieth in my power. 

Chen the Damfel began with a ariebous and fo2rotvful la- 
mentation fo Declare as {trange a Cregedy as ever was fold. 
And lying inthe fatal Sepulchre unfenof Saint George, that 
{food leaning his back againltthe Wall tobear ber vifcourfe 
any lamentable ffory , with a hollow voyce like a murthered 
Lady , whole bleediug Soul as pet did fell the terrible ſtroak 
of her death, He repeated this pittiful tale fellotving.

Chen Love which continually ſeeketh occafions, dtd on a time 
fet befoze this Wagictan, a watting mato of Angelica’s namen 
Fidelia, the which thing famed fo be wꝛought by the immo tal 


polvuer of fhe Goddels Venus: Ob tn what fear the Waaician 


was fo difrober unto ber all bis heart and fo bewꝛay thefecrets 
of his lobve-fick foul, but inthe end,by fhe great induſtry and 
diligence of the ivaiting matd (whoſe name was anfiverabiec 
unto ber mind) there twas oder given that thefe tivo Wobers 
ould meet together. | 
(his fair Angelica foz that He could not at her cafe enjop her 
fruc “Lover, Me aia defermine fo leabe her own natural Coun⸗ 
frp and Sather, and with this intention being one night with 
ber Love, the calt her arms about bis neck and fata: 
‘Oh my fweet and welbeloved friend, feeing that my deftinies have 
been fo kind to me, as to have my heart linked in thy breaft, let no 
* man 
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man find in thee ingratitude , forthacI cannot live, except conti- 
noally I enjoy thy fight: and donot mufe (my Lord) at thefe my 
words , forthe entire love that I bear to you, conftraineth me to 
make itmanifelt. And this believe ofa certainty, thar if thy fight 
be abfent from me, it will be an occafion that my heart will lack his 
Vital recreation, and my foul forfake her Earthly habitation. You 
know, my Lord, how that the King my Father doth bear you no 
good will, but doth hate you from his foul which will be an occafion 
that we cannot enjoy our hearts contentments : for the which I have 
determined (if you think well thereof) to leave both my Father and 
my native Countrey. and to go and live with youina ftrange Land. 
And if you deny me this, you fhall very quickly fee your loving Lady 
without life: but I know you will not deny me for thereon con- 
—— Ffteth the benefit of my welfare, and my chiefeft profperity. And 
| therewithal thedding a few tears from her Chriltal eyes,he held her 
eace. 

The Magician (as one half raviſhed with her earneſt de⸗ 
fires) anfivered and ſaid. 

My Love and (weet Miftrefs , wherefore have-you any doubt that 
Twill not fulfil and accomplifh your defire in all things? therefore 
out of hand put all things in redinefs that your pleafureis to have 
done : for what more benefit or contentment can I receive , than to 
enjoy your fight continually, in fuch fort that neither of us may de- 
part from the others company, till the fatal deftinies give end to 
our lives? Or if it fo fall out that fortune frown upon us, that we be 
efpied and taken in our enterprize, and fuffer death together,what 
more glory-can there happen unto me, than to die with thee , and to 
end my life betwixt thy arms? therefore do not trouble your felf 
dear Lady and Miftrefs, but give me leave for to depart your pre- 
fence, that I may provide all things in readinefs for our departures : 
and fo with this conclufion they tok leabe one of the ofber, ana 

= ne away with as great fecrefie as might poiltble be 
diviſed. 

After this, within a few nays, the Magician by his En— 
chantment caufed a Chariot tobe made, that was dation by 
tivo flying Dagens, info fhe which without being efpyedof 
any one, they put themfelbos,together with their truſty watt - 

ing⸗ maid, andin great ſecreſie they departed out of fhe Kings 
jr Pallace, 
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The Second Part of the- 
Pallace, andtok their journey towards the Country of Arme- 
nia: inthe which Country ina hot time they arriten, and 
cane without any misfo2tune untoa place inbereas dep Ki⸗ 
bers did continually ſtrike upon a rock upon the wyich fod an 
old ancient building, wherein they intended to inbabite, asa 
ino condentent place fo2 their dinelling, whereas hep might 
without all fear of being found, live peaceably, enjoying each 





others love. 


Hot far fromthat place there was afmall village, from 
whence thep might habe neceflaryp proviſton fo2 fhe maintain=- 
ing of their Bodies. Great joy and pleafure thefe ting Lovers 
receives when hep found themfeloes tn uch place whereas 
they night take their fill of each others loves. 

Che Magician delighted in no other thing but tp go a bunt- 
ing with certain Country dwellers, that inhabited tn thenert 
Aillage, leaving his ſwet Angelica accompanied with. her 
frufty Fidelia in that boule, fointhis oder thep liven together 
four pears , {pending their days in greatpleafure, butin the 
end time (who never relted in one degree). Did take from them 
their reſt, and repayed them with ſerrow and extrean mnace 
ty. Foz when the Bing her Father found her miſſing, the 
fozroty and grief ivas fo much that be receives, that be kept 
is Chantber along time, and would not be, comfoaten of any 
boop. | 

Four pears be palled alway in great beabinefs , filling the 
Court with Ecchoes of his beloves Daughter,anp making the 
Skies to refound his lamentations : fo2row.was. his foo, falt 
tears bis drink, and.qvief bis chief companion, 7 

ut at latt, upon atime as he fate in his Chair, lamenting 
her abſence with groat heavineſs, and being over⸗charged with 
grief, bechanc’s to fall into a troublefome d2eanun,-fo after 
quiet iep ban clofed up the clofets of hisvepes, be dreamed that 
he ſaw his Daughter landing upowa Kock by the Dea five, 
offering fo cat ber bopy into the Waves before the would re- 
turn at Babylon, and that be bebelo ber Lober withan army of 
Satpres and Wiild-nten ready furniher with babilements of 
War te pull him krom his Throne, and to deprive himeot his 
Kingdom. | 7 
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— Out of this Tiifion he preſently ſtarted from bis Chair, as 
though it had been one frighted with a Legion of Spirits, anv 
caufed four ofthe chief Pers of his Land fo be fent for, fo 
whom he committed the Government of bis Countrey: cer= 
tifping them that be intended a Uspage ta the Sepulchre at 
Memphis, thereby fo qualifie the fury of bis Daughters Gholt, 
whom he dreamed fo be downedinthe Seas, and thatercept 
he fought by true Submiffion to appeate the angry Fates, 
whom he had offended, he fouls be depoſed front his RBingdom. 

one could withdraw him from his determination, though 
it was fo fhe prejudice of the whole Land: therefore within 
fiventy days he kurniſhed himſelf with all neceſſaries, as well 
of Armour and Wartial furntture, as of Golo and Creafure, 
ann fo departed front Babylon pribately and alone,not ſuffer ing 
any other (though mianp defired it humbly and very carneltiy) 
to bear him company. !

But now return {ve to our biffozp. Che valiant Amazo- 
nian when her enemp came unto her, the truck hint ſo terrible 
a blow upen the vifour of bis helmet, that with the furp there- 
of fhe made fparkies of fire fo ifue oul with great abundante 
and forced him fo bow bis heap unto bis bees. - 

Che Magician aid return unto her his falutation, and ftruck 
ber (uch a blow upon ber Helmet, that with the great noyſe 
thereof t€ mabe a found tall fhe Mountains. Anafe began be= 
fiven thent a marvellous and fearful Battie. Fortune not 
willing to ufe ber moſt ertremity, inclined the fovle to neither 
party, no2 as pet gave the conquett to aity, ail the time of the

Che which Hedin with fuch furious violence and er z 
ceding bake, that the Magictan although be as ante 
ent, 
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lent, couͤld not fuccour her nor prevent her krom committing 
en ber felf fo blody a fact. . ; 


Chis ſudden miſchance fo amazed hint, and fo grieved his 
Sonl, that his heart (fos atime) weuld net confert that his 
tongue thould fpeak one word to expreſte his paition. Mutat 
lat (paving fakew truce with forraty', ane recovering bis 
kormer [peech,) be took up the dead body of Rofana, bathed ali in

The ummatural confers and Lirvers up to this biea devout - 
ing conigovtefie, were four Poble men, unte whom the King 
unavoifeniy, committed the Covermnent of bis ealin , when 
he went in the Tragical purtuite of bis fair Daughter, atter 
his szeamed iltuſton that cauſed him fo cruclly fo ſcek ber 
death: And the breaking out into this horliborly grew fir to

Cine vears after the wings departure, thefe Deputies go⸗

ſhort, her beauty femen fo Angettcal, and the burning dames

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of love ſo fired bis heart, that be mutt either enjop ber com⸗ 
pany, 02 give end fo pis life by fome untimely means. 

Saint George being wounded fhus with the Dart of Love, 
piffembles his arief, and reveaten tf nof fo any one , but de⸗ 
parted with the Emperour back again to the City,teabing bis 
Heart behind hint clofedtnthe ſtony W etattery with his lave⸗ 
ly Lucina. | 

All that enſuing night he could not enjoy the benef of ſleep, 
but did contemplate upon the Divine Beauty fo his Lady, anv 
frauchted bis mind with a thouſand feberal cogitations how he 
might attain to her love , being a chat Airgin anda prokeſſed

In this manner ſpent he alway the night, and no ſoner ap⸗ 
peared the mornings brightneſs in at the Chamber window, 
but he arefe from his reſtlels Bed, anv attpred bimfelfin 
fwatchet Velvet, fo fignific bis true Lobe, and wandzed all 
alone unte the Wonattery, twherehe revealed his dep affedt- 
on unto the Lady. who was as far from granting fo his Ke⸗ 
queſts, as the Skies fromthe Garth, 02the depeſt Scas the 
highett Elements * fo2 the protetted while life remained with⸗ 
in Her Bony, never to pteld her love in the way of Mar⸗ 
riage to any one, but to remattta pure Glirgin, and of Diana’s 
Crain.

Po other refolutton could Saint George get of the chatte 
Pun, which caufed him to part in great pifcontent, intending 
fofxt by fome other means to obtain her love, fo coming fo the 
refk ofthe Chritttan C hamptons, he revealed to them the truth 
of'all things that had hapned: who inthis manner counfeiles 
Him, that he Gould provide a multitude of Armed Knights, 
ebery one bearing in their hands a Sword ready drawn, and to 
enter the Wonattery at fuch time as fhe little miſtruſted, and 
frit with kair and peomifes and kind {peeches to fek her lobe, 
but if fhe pielded not, to fill her ears With cruel thoeatnings, 
protefting that if fhe twill not grant fo requifife bts lobe with 
like afedton, he would not leave one Stone of that Monaltery 
canbing upon another, and likewiſe make her a bloody off ering 
up to Diana.

But when they came to fhe Monaſtery, and had entred into 
the Chamber of Lucina (hom they found kneeling upon the 
bare ground at her Ceremoneous Dtfons) Satnt George ürſt 
profered ber bindneſs by fate promiſes, but nding that there⸗ 
by he nothing peebatied, be then made known bis paetended.un- 
merciful purpoſe, and thereupon all of them thaking their 
bight SWwords againff ber Dertucus beealt, thev poteften 
(though contrary to their intents)then ercert he would picid fo 
Saint George ber uncenquered Lobe, they trould bath their 
CUeapons in her deareſt blood. 

At which wozis the diſtreſſed UVirgin being obercharged 


Avith kear, funck dwon prefently to the ground, andlayfo2a 


fime inandeadageny, but inthe end.recovering berfelf, the 
lifter up ber Angelical Face, Mouded under a cloud of pale 
ſorrow, andin this manner declared her mind: 

Moft Renowned, and well approved Knight (faid fhe) it is as dif- 
ficult to me to.climb up to the higheft top of Heaven, as to perfwade 
my mind to yeeld to the fulfilling of your requefts. The pure and 
chaft Goddefs Diana that fits now crowned. amongft the golden 
Stars, will revenge my perjured promufe if I yiela cto your defires, for 
i haye long fince deeply vowed to fpend my days inthis Religions 
Houfe, in honour of her Deity, and not to yeeld the flower of my 
Virginity to any one, which vowI will not infringe for all the 
Wealth of Rome: you know brave Champions, that in time the 
watry drops will mollife the hardeft Diamond , and time may root 
this refolution out. of my heart. Therefore I requeft you by ho- 
nour of true Kuizht-hood, and by the loves you bear to your native 
Countries, to grant me the liberty of feven days, that 1 may at full 
confider with my heart before I givean anfwer to your demands, 
andtotheintent thavl may make fome publick Sacrifices, as. well to 
appeafe the Wrath which the chaſt Goddefs Diana may conceive 
again me, as to fatisie my own Soul for not fulfiling my Vow. 

“CT peleworts werene ſoner ended, butthe Champtens in 
" confinently 
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ſeven Champions of Chrifteridom. 
tontinently without any more delay jopfullp confented, and 
mo2eober proffered themfelbes fo be all prefent at the fame 
facrifice, and fo departed from the Monatkery with exceding 
great romfo2t. 7 
The Champions being gone, Lucina called together all tho 

reſt ofthe Puns, and declared to them the whole diſcourſe of 
ber aſſaplment, where after among this Religious company 
with the help of fome other of their appesbedfriend, they de⸗ 
bifed a moſt frrange Sacrifice, which bath fince ben fhe oc⸗ 
taſion that ſo many inbuntane and blady Sacrtiices have ben 
committed. : 

~ Che nert mowing after fir days Were finthhed, no foner did 
bright Phebus ſhew his goloen Beams abroad, but the Puns 
began fo prepare all things in readineſs for the Sacrifice : for 
Directly before the door of the Monaſtery, they hyred cunning 
work⸗men fo erent a Scaffold, all very richly cobered with 
Cisath of Gold , and upon the Scaffold (about the middle 
thereof) was. placed a fair Cable, cobered alfotvith a Carpet 
of Cleath of Gold, andupon ita Chafing -dtth of Coals burn⸗ 
ing : all this being fet in god order, the Eniperour with the 
Chrittian C hamptons, and many other Roman Knights be- 
ing prefent to behold the ceremonious Sacrifice, little miſtru⸗ 
fted the doleful Cragedy that affer hapnen.. ; 

Theavlembly being ſilent, there twas ſtraight-ways heard 

a ſweet and har montous found of Clarions and Trumpets, and 
fundzp ofber Kinds of Inſtruments: thefe entred firth upon 
the caffold, and next unto them were brought (even Rants, all 
ado2ned with fine white Mol moze foft in feeling than: Arabian 
Silk, with huge and mighty charged Hons bound about with 
@arlanos of Flowers, after them followed a certain number 
of Nuns attyred in black Uiettures, finging their accuttomed 
Songs inthe honour of Diana: after them followen an anctent 
Makron drawn ina Chariot by four comly Clirgins, beinging 
in their hands the J mage of Diana: and on either five of her 
tlvo ancient mis of creat eftimation each of them bearing tn 
their hands rich beilels of gold, full of moſt prectous and linet 
wines: then after all this came the beantiful Lucina appareli¢a 
with a rich Wobe of etate being ofa great and inettimable 
value.

Thus ceremonioully the afcended fhe Scafloly , where the 
Watron placed the Image of Diana behind the Chafing dich of 
Coals that twas there burning : and the reteof the Runs conz 
finued tll finging their Songs and d2inking of fhe paecions 
Wines that were brought in tho golden Aeſſels Chis being 
done, they all af once beought low the necks of fhe Rams bp 
cufting thetr theoats , whofe blood they ſprinkled round about 
fhe Scaffold, andopenced thetr bowels, and burned the inward 
parts in the Chafing⸗diſh of Coals.

» Thus with the laughter, they made Sacrifice to the Duen 

of Chatlity : at the fight wheresf twas prefent the furfeiting 
Lover Saint George , with the other fir: Chetihian- nights 
Armed all inbeight Armour, and were all very attentivety 
this that FJ have here fold von.

Che Sacrifice endsed, this Lucina commanded filence tobe 
made, and when all the Company were ills eralſed her ſelt 
upon ber keet; and witha heavy voyce diſtilling many ſalt tears

O moſt excellent and chaſt Diana, in whofe bleſſed bofom we un- 
defiled Virgins do recreate our felves ; unto thy moft Divine excel 
tency do'I now commend this my laft Sacrifice, calling torecord all 
the Sides that Ishave done my beft to continue’a ſpotſeſs Maidemof 
thy moft beautiful Train.

The Empero2 had a Son as Valtant in Arms as any born 
Italian exctept St. Anthony. This young Prince whoſe name | 
was Lucits, (xing bis Sitters timeleſſe death and by what 
meany tf was committed, he prelently intended with a train of 
aw hundred armed Knights which continually attenden upon 
his erfon, to alapl the aifcontented C hamptons,anaby force 
of Arms torebenge bis Sisters death... ate : 

Chis refolution fo encouraged the Roman Knights, but 
efpectally the Empers Son, that betwirt thole tivo compas 
vies began ag terrible a Battle as ever, was fought by any: 
Knights , the fertenels of their blaws lo exceeded the one fide: 
again’ the other, that thep din cefonnd Ccohoes, which pielded: 
aferribie noyſe in the neighbouring dimos. a3 , 

Chis Battle oid continue betwixt them both harp and ferce 
fo2 the {pace of fivo hours, by which time the valour of thein- 
genfed Cha pions fo p2evatles, that moit the Roman Knights: 
were diſcom ted an’) Main : fome had thetr beads parten from 
their Mhoulders, fome had their Arms and Legs lopped off, and 
fome lap breathleſs, weltring in their own bloons , in which:

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encounter many a Boman Lady lott ber husbandt, many a wid⸗ 
Dolw was befeabed of her Son, and many a Chilo left Father - 
leſs, tothe great ſorrow of fhe whole Country. 

But wher the valiant young zince of Rome fat bis 
Knights vifcomiited, and he left alone to withſtand fo many 
Noble Champions, he prefentily fet Spurs fo bis Hore, ana 
fled from them like a heapot Dut forcedby a Wihirle-winn. 

‘After whom the Champions would not purfue, accounting 
if no glorx fo their names fo trpumph inthe overthrow of a 
fingle Knight, bat remained Kill by the Scaffold, Where thep 
burted the facrificed Utrgin, under a Marble fone clofe by 
the Wonaftery Wall. Che which being done fo thetr cont- 
tenfments, Saint George engrabed this Epitaph upon the 
fame Stone with the point of bis Dagger, which was tn this 
wife following.

Jn which Cravel we will 
leabe them fo2 atime, andfpeak of fhe Prince of Rome: who 
after the pifcomfiture of the Roman Knights, fled in fuch hatte 
front the furies ofthe Wlarlike Champions.

{nthe Nuns and ceremontous Wonks during all their lives, 
fung Dirges fo2 bts-Chtlozens fouls. 
> -Affer this, the Empero2 made P2oclamattons though all 
his Dominicns : that tf anp Knight were fohardp as fo travel - 
in purfuit after the Engliſh Champion, and by force of Arms 
tobzing bim back, or deliver bis head unto the Emperour, he 
fhould not onlp bebeldin great eſtimation thꝛough the Zand, 
but receive the Government of the Empire after bis De- 
ceafe. Wbich rich poofer foencouraged the minds of many ~ 
adventurious Knights, that they went front ſunder Provinces 
in the purſuit of Saint George, but their attempts were alt.

2 the Eallern parts of the Wlozlathe Fame and valiant 
Dees of the Champions of Choiftendom was notfed with 
their honourable Uicories, Heroical Acts and feats of arms, 
naming them the Mirrour of Mobility, andthe typs of bight 
honour. Ail Kings and W2inces (fo whofe ears the report of. 
their Ualours torre bruited) defired much to behold their Po 
ble Parfonages. But when the Emperour of Grecia (hee ping 
then his Court inthe Citp of Conftantinople) beard of their 
mighty and baliant Dens, he thirfted after their fights , and 
bis mind could never be fatised with content until fuch time 
as he had deviſed a means fo Cratnthem unto bis Court, not 
only in that be might enjop the benefit of their Companies, 
but fo babe his Court honoured with the preſence of fuch re- 
nowned Knights : and therefoze in this marmer it was accom⸗ 
plifhed. 

Che Empero2 sifpatchea Welengers info divers parts of 
the Wiozld, gibing them tn charge to publiſh thaougheut everp 
Countrep and P2ovinces as thep tent; of an honourable Cure: 
nament that fhould be holden in the City of Conftantinople 


within ſix months following, thereby to accompliſh bis intent 


andfobing the Chetitian Champions (whofe company he ſo 
much defired) unto bis Court. 
bis charge of the Grectan Emperour (as be commanded) - 
twas (pedilp perfo2med, mith fuch atligence, that in a hot 
time tf came to the ears of the Chriſtian Knights, as they tra⸗ 
belles betivirt the Preovinces of Afia and Africa, who at the time 
appoinfed, came in great Pomp and Waijetty to Conftanti- 
nople, to furniſt forth the bonourable Criumps. 
Atthe fame tobereof likewiſe reforted thither a qreat num⸗ 
ber: of Knights of great valour anditrength : among whom 
. as. 
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was the Prince of Ergier with a godly company of Noble 


Perfons : andthe Prince of Fez mith many well propoetionen 
Brights : likewife came thither the Ring of Arabia in great 
Hate: and with no leſs Ma) city came the King of Sicilia,anda 
Brother of his, who were both Gpants. Wany other brave 
andbaliant Knights (whole names FJ here omit) came thither 
fo Honour the Grecian Cmperour , fo2 that he was very well 
eſteemed of by them all. and as they came fo honour the Crt- 
uniphs : ſo likewiſe they caine fo probe their fortitudes,ann to 
get Fame and Name, andthe praife that belongeth fo Adven⸗ 
turcus Brights. It was fuppofen of all the Company that 
the King of Sicilia would gain by hisP2owelle the dignity front 
the reft, fo2 that be was a Gyant of very big Limbs, although 
bis Brother was taken tobe the moze furtous Knight : who 
deter minod not fo Juſt, for that his Brother houln get the ho- 
nour and pratfe from ail the Knights that cante, but it fell out 
ofherivife, as hereafter vou hall unveritand, 

for when the day of Curnament twas come, all fhe Ladies 
and Damlels put themlelves tn plates to behold the Juſting, 
andattpred themſelves in the greatett bravery that they coul 
deviſe, and the great Court ſwarmed with people that came 
thither fo bebold the triumphant Turnament. 

What fhall FJ fay hereof the Emperors Daughter, the fair 
Alcida, who was of fo great beauty that the femes mo2eliker a 
Divine fubffance then an Earthly creature, and ſate gliſter⸗ 
ing inrich D2naments amongit the other Ladies, like unto 
Phoebus in the Cheiſtal firmament, and was noted of all be- 
holders to be the kfaireſt Princeſte that ever mortal eye beheld: 
ſo when the Emperour twas feated upon his Imperial Throne 
under a Cent of gran Uelvet. Che Knights began fo enter 
info the Wits, ans he that ſirſt entred was the Knight of Arabia 
mounted upon a very fair and well -ado2ned Courfer, be was 
armed with black Armour, all tobe {potted with filver knobs, 
and he breught with bun ity Knights all apparelled with the 
fame Livery and thus with great Majeſty he rope round about 
the Palace, making great obedience unto all the honorable 
Ladies and Damſels : 

After hint entred a Pagan Kunight, who twas L070 of Syria, 

ang 
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and armed with Armour of Lyons Colour, accompany with an 
hundred Knights all aprarelicd in Uelvet of the ſame Colour, 

and pated round about the Palace, ſhewing unto the Ladies 
gree t friennijip and courtefie as the other did. 

WMhich being sone, he beheld the King of Arabia tarrping te 
receite him at the Juſt: andthe Crumpets began to found, 
gibing thent fo underfand that thep muſt paepare themſelves 
ready tothe encounter : whereto thefe two Knights were no- 
thing unwilling, but {purred their Courfers with great fury, 
and clofen fogether with couragions valour. 

The King of Arabia mote ſtrongly made his encounter, and 
firmk the Pagan without miffing upon his Weak : but the 
Pagan at the nert Wace (being heated with fury) rok him fo 
furely with his Lance , that be beabed him cut of his Sandie, 
and be fell p2efentlp fo the ground, after which the ‘Dagan 
Knight rode up and down with great pride and glaonefs. 

Che Arabian King being thus overthrown, there entred into 
the Liſts the King of Argier , armed with noother Furniture 
but with filber Wail, anda Bꝛeatt⸗ plate of bright Stel bez 
fo2e bis break , bis pomp and pride evceeded all fhe Bnights 
that were then prefent , buf pet to ſmall purpoſe bis p2ide and 
arrogancy ferbed : fo2 at the firſt encounter he teas oberthrown 
to the ground: inlike ſort aid that Pagan ufc fiften other 
Knights of fifteen federal Provinces, fo the great wonder and 
amazement of fhe Entperoz ann all the aſſemblp. 

During all thefe baliant encounters Saint George with the 
other Cheiſtian Champions tod a far off upon a bigh Gallery 
beholding them, intending not as pet to be fen in the Tilt. 

But now this baltant Wagan after he had rove fome ſix 
courfes up and down the place, and feeing none enfred the Tilt⸗ 
yard, be thought to bear all the fame and honour aivay fo2 that 
Day. 

But at the fame inftant there entred the noble minded Prince 
of Feffe , being fo2 courage the onlp pide of his Countrey , be 
was a marbellons well-peoportioned Knight, and twas arnred 
allin white Armour, wrought with ercellent knots of Gold, 
and be ꝛought tn bis company a hundzed Knights, all attyred 
in white Satten, and riding about the “wr be ſhewed bis obe⸗ 
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pience unto fhe Emperor, and to all the Ladies, anv theteupon 


the Trumpets began to ſound. 


At the noyſe tobereof the tino Knights ſpurred their Cour⸗ 
ſers, and made their encounters ſo ftronq , aio With fuch great 
fury, that the proud Pagan was cal tothe ground, and fg og- 
partes the LTiſts mith great diſhonour. 

Straight tay entred the brave King of Sicilia, boho tas 
armed in a glittering Corllet of perp fine tel sna tras moun⸗ 
ted uxon a mighty and {trong Courſer, ang brought tn his 
Contpany fwo hundsed Bnights , all apparreticn with rich 
Cloth of Gold, having Locry one a feveral Inſtrument of 
Mullick in their hands; founding thereona molt belightiome 

eledy.. ie | . 

Bt np after the Sicilian King had made bis accuftomen com: 
paffe and curtefie in the place, be locked dowwn his Bevo2, and 
put bimfelf itn readineſs to Juſt. * ee 

0; when the lign was given by the chief harrold at Leng # 

they (purred their Horſes and made their’ Encounters ſo vali⸗ 
antly, that the ürſt Kace ther made, their Lances thiveren in. 
the apr, andthe pteces thereof (cattered abzoan like Afpen™ 
leabes tn a whirl⸗wind. 
. At the fecond courle the young P2ince of Fez was carrped 
over bis bole buttocks, and the Saddle with him betwirt his 
Legs, which twas a great grief unto the Empero an all the 
company that did fe bim, fo2 that he was tocll beloved of them 
all, and beld.foz a Knight of great etkimation. 

The Sicilian Bing grow proud at the 2tnce of Feffes ober- 
thrown, and twas ſo enraged and furious, that in afmail tinte 
be left not a Knight remaining on Horſe⸗back in the Sanole 
that burt attempt to Just with bint, but every one of tohat 
Country or Patton ſoever, he unhorſed in the attempt: fo that 
there was no queſtion ainong either Mobiles o2 the multiture 
but that unto bun fhe undoubted honour ofthe Uitto2y intri- 
umph would be aftribnten. * 

ut betng in Chis arrogant pine, be heard a great nopfe in 
the manner of a Cumult drawing near, which was the occafion 
that be flood Hill, and expecing fome ſtrange accident, and 
and.loking about what it hould be, be bebeld Saint George 


entring 
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entring the Lifts, as then come from the Gallety, who was 
armed with his rich and ſtrong Armour all of purple, full ot 
golden ſtars, and before him rode the Champions of France, 
Italy, Spain, and Scotland, allonf{tatelp Courfers, bearing in 
their bands four filken Streamers of four febveral colours : 
and there followed him the Champion of Wales, carrying bis 
Shield, whereon was portrayed a golden Lyon in a Sable 
Field, and the Champioen of Ireland likewiſe carryed his 
Sphear being of knotty Ath, ftrongly bound about with plates 
of Stel: all which ſhewed the highnefs of his diſcent, in that 

fo many beabe Knights attended upen him —* 

So when Sf. George bad paſſed by the oval Scat where 
onthe Emperour fate invelted, tr tobofe company tere many 
P2inces of great power, he rode along by fhe other fine, where- 
as Alcida the Emperours fair Daughter fate amongit many 
gallant Ladies and fatr Damlels, richly apparrellea ina Vee | 
{ture of Gold, to whom he Valed his Monel, hewing their: 
the courtefie of a Knight, and ſo paſſed bp Alcida, who at the 
fight of this noble Champion coul not refrain be feit, but with 
an bigh and bold voyce the fatd unto fhe Emperor: Moft mighty 
Emperor and my Royal Father, this is the Knight in whofe power 
and ftrength all Chriftendom do put their Fortunes , and thisishe 
whom the whole World admires for Chivalry. Wibich words of 
the lovely W2incels, although Satnt George heard them berp 
well, vet paſſed he on as though be had heard nothing. 

Now when be was come before the face of hts adverſaty he 
tok bis Shield and bis Spbhear, and prepared himlel€ in rea⸗ 
dinefs fo Fuk, and fo being both provtdad, the Crumpets be⸗ 
gan fo found, whereat with greaf fury thefe tivo Wiarlike 
Knights mot together, and neither of them miffed their blows 
at their Encounter: but pefbyreafon that Sf. George hana 
defire fo extol his Fame, and to make his name refound through 
the Wiowls, be ftrok the Gpant (ach a mighty blow upon bis 

b2eatt, that be prefentlp overthrew him fo the ground, and fo 
with great ſtate and Majeſty he paſſed along without any ſchew 
of diſdain, tobereat the people gave fo great a fhont, that it re= 
founded like and Eccho in the — in this manner ſaid:

The great and furious Boaffer is overthrown, and his mighty ftrength: 
hath little availed him. 

After this many P2inces probed their Adventures againk 
the Englifh Champion, and every Rnight that was of any 
eftimation Juſted with bint, but with great cafe he overcame’ 
them all inlefs than thefpace offios hours. Soatfuch time 
as bright Phoebus began fo make an end of bis long journep, and 
the day fo draw fo an end,fhere appearedto enter into the Litts 
the beabe and mighty Gyant, being Weother to the Sicilian 
King, witha mighty great Sphear tn his hand, whole glim⸗ 
mering point of Stel gliſtered theough all the Court , ge 
brought with him but onlp one Squire, attpred in filver Waile 
bringing in his handanother Lance. : 

So this furtous Gpant, without any careof courteſie due 
unto tho Emperor o2 any of bis Knights there prefent, entred 
the place, which being done the Squire that beought theother 
Spbhear, went unfo the Engl Champion and fain : Sir 
Knight; yonder brave and valiant Gyant, my Lord and. Mafter doth 
fend unto thee this Warlike Sphear, and therewithal he willeth thee 
to defend thy felf to the uttermolt of thy power and ftrength , for 
he hath vowed before Sun-fet , to be either Lord of thy Fortunes or 
a. Vaflal to thy Proweffe, and likewife faich that he doth nor only - 
defie thee in the Tornament, bat alfo chailenge thee to mortal 
5) ot BN pa Raa iS 

Chis braving Melage cauſed Saint George to fmile, and 
bred in bis Breaſt anew delire of honour, and foreturned him 
this anfiver : Friend, go thy ways and tellthe Gyant that ſent 
thee that! do accept his Demand, although it doth grieve my very © 
foul to hear his arrogant. Defiance , to the great difturbance of this 
Royal Company, in prefence of fo mighty an Emperor: but feeing 
his ftomack is gorged with fo much pride , tell himthat George of 
England, is ready to make his defence, and alfo that fhortly he fhall 
repent him by the pledge of my Knight-hood. 

In faying theſe words, he fok fhe Sphear fromthe Squire, - 
andoelivercs him bis Gauntlet front bis hand to carry fo bis 
Matter, ann ſo putting hintlelf to the landing, awaiting fo2 
the encounter. me 
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At that time be was bery nigh the place where the Emperoe⸗ 
fate, who beard the anſwer which the Engliſh Knight made 
unto the Squire, and was much diſpleaſed that the Gpant ur 
fuch (o2t would defie St. George without any octaſion. 

Ont it was no time as then to ſpeak, but fo kep filence, and 
fo mark what cbent came fo his great 2 ide and Arrogancy. 

A this time the two Warrionrs (mounted upon their 
tens) tarrpen the Can to be made by the Crumpets , which 
being given, they tet forieart their Courſes, ith their Sp- 
Hears in their Keſts, irith (0 creat fury anddefire the one te 
Anhorle the other, that they both fatten in their Encounter. 

Che Gyant who was bery ſtrong and preund, when be ſaw 
that he had miſſed his intent, he returned againſt Sf. George, 

_ carrping bis Sphear upon his fhoulder, and coming nigh unto 
him, upon a ſudden bekore he could clear himfclf, be ruck him 
fucha mighty blow upon bis Cozfiet, that his ſtaſte brꝛake tn 
pieces 5 by reafon of the finenefs of his Armour, and made the 
Englich night fo double bis body backivards upon his 
Holes Crupper. 

/ But when he fate the great billany that the Gyant ufed ae 
gaint hint, his anger increaled very much,and ſo faking bis 
pear in the fame fort , be went towards the Gpant and 
fain : : 

Thou furious and proud Beaft, thou {corn of nature and enemy to 
true Knight-hood, thinkeft thou for to entrap me trecheroufly, an d 
to gore me at unawars like toa favage Boar ? Now as J am a Chriti- 
an Knight, ifmy knotty Sphear have good fuccefs, I will revenge me 
on thy uncivility. 

Anvin faying this, he ftruck him fo fartoully on fhe beat, 
that the Sphear patted thorow the Gyant body and appeared 
forth at bis back, whereby be fell pefently down dead to the 
ground, and veelded his life fo the conqueſt of the fatal Sifters. 
All that were prefent were bery much amazed thereat, and won⸗ 
ped greatly at the ſtrength and korce of St.George, accounting 
Hime the fortunate’ Knight that ever wielded Lance, and the 
perp pattern of true Mobility. 

At this time the golden Sun had finithen bis courte, ba-

Bing nothing abobe the Horiſon but his glittering Beams,. 
Anhereby the Judge of fhe Curnament conrmanned with ſaund 
of Crumpets, that the Juſts thould.ceate,and make an enn fo2 
fhat day. ‘ : 7 

So the Emperour defcended from his Imperial Throne ine 
fo the Tilting place, whereall his Knights and Gentlemen 
were, for forecetbethe Moble Champion of England, ana de 
ſired him, that be would go with them into his Palace, there 
fo recetbe all Honours due unfoa Knight of fuch defart: to 
the which be coulonot make any denpal, but mot willingly 
confentes. After this the Emperours Daughter in rompa-= 
iy ofnrany Courflp Airgins) likewife deſcended from thetr 
places , where Alciaa befiowen upon Saint George her Globve,. 
the which be wore fo2-her favour many a day.after in bis Bur⸗ 
gonet. . : 

Che other fir Chꝛiſtian Champions, although thep merited 
no honour by this Curnament , becaufe thep ain not trp their 
adventures therein, pet obtained they ſuch gop liking among. 
the Grecian Ladtes,that ebero one had bis Wiftrefs,and in their - 
peefence they long fime fired their chtef delights, where we 
muff leabe the C hamptons in the Emperors Court for atime, . 
furfetting in pleafures; and returnto Sf: George’s ons traz 
belling the Wlozid fo fek out Adventures. .

fi Kenowned Emperor (within whoſe Court the Chꝛi⸗ 
A fttan Champtons made their abodes) of lafe pears hada 
Son named Pollemns, in all bertues and Knightly demeanours, 
equal with anp living. This poung Peince in the (pring 
tinte of his youth, thaough the piercing darts of blind Cupid, 
fell in lobe with a Mayden of mean Parentage, but tn beauty 
and other prectous gift of nature, moſt excellent. ; 

Chis Dulcippa(fs2 fo was Me called) being buf Daughter to 
a countrey Gentleman, was reftrapned from the Emperours 
Court, and denved the fight of ber belobed Pollemus , and he fo2= 
hingen to fet bis affection fo lov, uponthe difpleature of the 
Emperour his Father: fo2 be being the Son of fo mighty a 
Wotentate, and the the Daughter of fo mean a Gentleman 
was thought to be'a match unfit and dtfagrecable fo the 
Laws of the countrep : and therefore they could not be ſuffered 
fo manifett their loves as they would, but were conſtrained 
by ftealth to enjov each others beloved and much delired com⸗ 
pany. | 

59 upon atime thefe tive Lovers concluded to met together 
in a Ualey befivirt tive ils, in diffance from the Emperors 
Court fome thre miles , whereas they might tn ferret (devoyd 
of all fulpition) unite and fir both their hearts in one knot of 
fruc lobe, and fo prevent the oeftrmination of their Parents 
that fo unkindlp thought fo croſſe them.

So fitting down upon a gren Bank under the ſhaddow of a 
Mirtle Cre, the pulled a golden Cawl from Her Head, wherein 
her hate was trapped, letting it fall and diſperſe it ſelt all 
aboak her back , and taking out from her Cheittalline breaſt 
an Ivory comb, the began to kemb her hair, her hands and fz 
gers femed fo beot white Alablatter, her Fare ſtayning the 
beauty of Koſes andLillies mired together, and the ret of per 
body comparable fo Hyrens , upon whoſe love and beauty Maho- 
met did ſomewhat pote. 

But now mark (gentle Reader) how frowning Fortune crof- 
{ed her deſires, and changed her wiſhed jops info unerpeded ſor⸗ 
rows.

No foner found he her Scarf, but he was opprefles extream⸗ 
lp with ſorrow, fearing Dulcippa was murthered by fome in⸗ 
humane means , and bad left ber Scart as a token that he ine 
fringed not ber promiſe, but performed tt, fo the loſſe of her 
own life. Cherefore taking if up, and putting it nert bis 
Heart he breathed fo2th this twoful lamentation.

Frown you gliftering Lamps of brightneffe , that gave firft light 
unto this fatal morning,for by your difmal light the pride of Earth- 
ly women is difhonoured. Come, come you wrathful Planets, def- 
cend the luckleffe Horifon , and raine upon my head ‘eternal ven- 
geance , opprefle my body with continual miſery, asonce you did 
the wofully King of Thebes, for by my flothful negligence and o- 
verlong carrying, this bloody Tragedy hath been committed. 

And for her fake I vow to travel through the World,as far as ever 
golden Phæbus lends his light , filling each corner of the Earth with 
clamours of her name, and making the Elements refound with Ec- 
choes of my lamentation. i 

In which refolution be returned home tothe Emperour his 


Fathers Palace , diflembling bis griefin fuch manner that - 


none could fufped bis diſcontented ſorrows, no2 the ſtrange ac⸗ 
cident that unto beaufeous Dulcippa hadbapned. 

Ant (o upon a day as he twas mrevifating with himlelf, ſe⸗ 
ing the (mall comfozt that he tok inthe Court, confidering 
the want of ber peefence whom helo much defired, he deter= 


mined in great fecret, as fon as tf was poſſible, fo depart ths - 


Court. 

Wihich determination he Eraight-waps pot in practice, and 
tok out of fho Emperors Armo2p very fecreflp, anerceding 
gun Corflet, the which was all Rullet, and Enamelled with 
black, andembzotdered round about with a gilded edge, Derp 
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The Second Patt of the 

Alfo he took a Sheild of the fame making, fabing that if gan 
not graven as the Armour was, and commanded a poung 
Gentleman that was Son unto an ancient Knight of Confan- 
tinople , of a geod difpofition and hardy , that he thoula kep 
them fately, and gabe him fo underttand of bis seterminey 
pretence. 

Aithsugh it dtd grieve the poung man very much, pet foo all 
that, feeing the great friendthip that be ufed fotwarns bint, in 
uttering bis fecrets unto him befoze anp other, without re- 
plying tothe contrary, be very deligently tak the Armour ang 
his te full be konnd conbentent time to put it into a Ship very 
ſecretly. 

So likewile, he put into the fame Ship two of the bet Ho2- 
fes which the Emperour.had 3 and fozrth-with be gabe the 
Pꝛince to underttand that all things were thenina readineſſe, 
and in god order: Pollemus diſſembling with the accuomes 
fozroin that be ufen, with⸗drew himfelf into bis Chamber, till 
ſuch time as the dark night came.

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3 cannot bere declare the great grief and ſorrow which the 
Emperoꝛ kelt in his woful heart fo2 the abfence of his Son, 
which along time be always ſuſpeged and feared. But when 
fie departure of Pollemus was bꝛuited thozotw all Conftantinople 
all ſports and Feaſts ceafed,and all the people of the Countrep 
wete obercome with a general ſorrow. 

0 Poilemus fapled theaugh the veep Seas thee day and thre 
nights with a tery fair and proſperous fozewinn. 

‘The fourth day in fhe evening being calm, and no wind at

and fome onthe fore Ship, forte cafe thetr tveary Bodies

ſorrowtul creature fain, and by reafonof the ſtillneſs of the 
night, be might eafilp bear as it were a woman uffering thefe 
words: 


Tt will little profit thee thoucruel Tyrant this thy bold hardineſſe, 
for that I am beloved of fo Worthy a Knight , as will undoubtedly 
revenge this thy tyrannous cruelty profered me. 
Chen be heard another Viopre which ſemed to anſwer: 
Now I have thee in my power, there isno humane creature of 
ftrength able enough to deliver-or redeem thee from the torments 
that (in my determination) I have purpofed thon fhalt endure. 


Pollemus could hear no moze by reafon that the Bark where⸗ 
in they were, pafled by fo ſwiktiv, but he ſupfoſed thaf tf was 
bis Ladies voyce which he heard, andthat foe was carrped bp 
force alway. So (laping down his Lute) he began fo fall ints 
a great thought, and was very heaby and fozrowful, in that he 
knew not how fo adventure fo2 her recovery. 

Being tn this cogitation, he returned to his Page which 
nas alleep, and ſtruck him with bis fot, and awaken him, faye 
Lig : What, didft thou not hear the great lamentation that my

Lady Dalcippa:made,(asto meitfeemed) being in a fmall Barque 
rhat it paffed by,and gone forwards along the Seas? ‘Co the which 
the Page Mercutio anfivered nothing, fo2 he was Kill ina foun - 
fep! To whom the B2ince called again, faping : Arifel fay 
bring forth my Armour, call upon the Mariners that they may lance 
their Boat into the Sea , for by the omnipotent /upiter,] fwear that 


~ Twill not be called the Sonofmy Father if I do fafferfach violence 


to be done againſt my Love), and not procure with all my ftrength 
®o revenge the fame. ea 

Mercutio would habe replyed unto him, but the farious coun⸗ 
fettance of the Prince fouls not gibe him leabe 5: no not once 
fo lok upon bis face : fo be bought foath his Armour ano 
bucklen tf on. | 3 

In the mean time he Marriners had lanced their Boat into 
fhe Sea, where into be leaped with a batty fury , and carrped 
with him his Page and fourof the Warriners for to row the. 
Darque, and he commanded them fo take their weap totwards’ 
the other company that patted by thent. 

So they laboured alk the night titl fuch time as bight Phice- 
bus Wwith bis glittering beams gabe unto them fuchlight, that 
they might pifcober and fe the other Barque , although ſome⸗ 
what afat off.. — 

So they laboured with great courage till tio parts of fhe dap 
inas {pent , at which time they ſaw come after thema Gallp 
which was rowed with eight Oars upon a ſide, and it made fo 
great (pen, that with a trice they were with them, and he faw 
that there twas inher thee Knights, tr beight Atimour ». to 
whom Pollemus called with a loud bopre,faping : Mof courteous 
Knights, I requeft you to take me into your Gally,that being in her, 
Tmay the betrer accomplifmy defire. 

Che Knights which were in fhe Gally patten by the Prince: 
without making return of any anfiner, but rather ſhewed that 
they made but little account of hint. | 8* 

Thele fre Bnights twero the fons of the Englich Cham- 
pion, who departed from their father in bis journey towards: 
Babylon, fo fet the Ring again in his Kingdom. 

But now fo fsllowe our Vettory; the Pꝛince of Conftanrinople: 
feing the little account thep mave of bins, withthe areat anger 
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and fury that be received, he tok an Dar in one hand, and ans 
other in the other hand, and with {uch ſtrength be track the 
Water, that he made the foathful Darque to flie, ano la - 
boured fo fore atthe Dars , that with a trice they were equal 
with the Gally. 

So leaving the Dars, with a light leap be put himſelt 
into the Gallp with big Helm on , and his Shield at his 
fhoulder, andbeing within, be fain: Now shall you do that 
by force; which before (I ufing great courtefie) you would not yield 
unto. ; ! Loess ft 

Chis betng fain, one of Saint George's Sons fwok the En⸗ 

counter in band, thinking it a blemiſh to the hone2 of Knight- 
hod, bp multitudes to aſſayl him; fo they tive brave knights 
without any advantage the one of the other, made their En— 
counters fo Uialtently, that if twas a wender to all the behol⸗ 
pers, 7 
<2. The P2ince of Conftantinople truck the Englih Knight 
fuch a furious blow, that he mabe him to decline bis bead ts 
bis breaſt, and forced him forecopl backwards two oꝛ thre 
ffeps , but be came quickly again fo himſelf, and returned 
bim fo mighty a blow upon bis Helmet, that he made all 
his Ceth to chatter in bis head , which was pittiful to 
fix. 
Chen began betwirt them a marvellous and well fought 
Battel, that all that beheld them greatly admired: with great 
pollicy and ſtrength they endured the bickerivig allaap, and 
when they ſaw fhe dark and teneb2ous night come upon them 
they ſtrove with moze courage and ſtrength to finith their 
Battel. 

The W2ince of Conftantinople, puffing and blowing like an 
enraged Dull, litt up his Sword with both bis hands, and diſ⸗ 
charged it ſo frongly upon bis Enemy , that perforce he made 
him to fall to fhe ground, and therewithal offered fo pull his 
Helmet front bis Head. But when the Engliſh Knight faw 
bimfelf in that fozt he thaeto bis Shiela from him, and very 
ſtrongly caught the ofber about the neck , and belo him fatt, ſo 
that betwixt them began a mighty and terrible weeſtling, 
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fumbling and wallowing up and down the Bally , breaking 
theit planks and Mars, that it twas ftrange to behold. 

At this time the night began to be very dark, tuberefoze thep 
tallcd fo2 lights, which preſently were bought them by the 
Warriners, in the mean time thele Knights divs ſomewhat 
bocath themſelves, although tf was not much. So when the. 
lights tere bought, thep returned to their old combate with 
new force and ſtrength. 

Oh Heavens, {aid Pollemus, Lcannot believe to the contrary but 
that this is AZars the God of War,that doth contend in battle with 
me, and for the great envy he bears againft me, he goeth about to 
difhonour me. And with theſe words they thickned their blows 
with qreat deſperateneſſe. 

And althoush this laff aſſault continued moze than ts 
hours, pet neither of them did faint, butat the latt, they both 
together left up their Swords, and charged them together, 
the one uponthe others Helmet, with fo great ttrength that 
both of them Fell down uponthe hatches without any remem- 
bance. ) ee 

Chere thatlaken upon thent, did believe verily that they 
were beth dead, by reafon of the abundance of blood which came 
forth at their Miſours, but quickly tf was perceived thatthere 
was fome bopeoflifeinthem. When peefently there was an 
acremient mabe betwirt the Knights of fhe Galley and Mar⸗ 
tincrs of the ark, that they thould conioyn togethet and 
tradel whether Fortune ſhould conduc them; inthis oꝛder as 
pou have beard, carriedthey thefe tivo Knights without any 
remreinb2ance. 

But when the Prince cf Conftantinople came to himfelf, 
with a lowd voyce be fitd; Oh Love, is ic poflible to be true that 
I am overthrown in chis firft Encounter and affault of my Knight- 
Sood? here Tl curfe the day of my Creation, and the hour when firſt 
Umerited the nameofa Knight; hence forth I’le bury all my ho- 
ours in difyrice, and fpend the remnant of my life in bafe cowar- 

dife, and in focaking thele words, be catt bis epe afine,and be⸗ 
Help the Engliy) night as one newly rifen froma trance, who 
likewile baeatyes ‘cath thele diſcontented ſpeches; zs un- 
: appy 
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feven Champions of Chriftendom. 

happy Son of Saint George, nowa coward and of lictle valour; I 
know not how thou canft name thy felfto be the Son of the valiant- 
eft Knight inthe World, for that thou haft loft thy honour inthis 
laſt affaule. 

This being laid, the tivo weary Knights concluded a peace 
betivict them, andrebealed each to the other their names and 
living , and therefore thep adbentured to travel; the tobich 
{oben it was known, they (aplen fozivard that way whereas the 
deldrous woman went, fo in thts fort they trabelled all the rest 
of the night that remained, fill ſuch time as fhe dap began fo . 
be clear, and ſtraitwap they delerped Land, to which place 
with aveat hatte they rowed. ; 

And coming a Land, they foundnoufed wap, buf ome nar⸗ 
rote Path, the which they kept: therein they ban not tra— 
belied long when they met with a pw2 fimple Countrey man, 
with a new ground batchet in bis hand, and be twas going 
to cut feme Fire-wod off the high and beoan (preading Cres, 
and of whom they demanded tobat Countrep and Land tf 
was. 

This Countrey (faid he ) is called Armenia, but yet moft 
courteous Knights you muft pardon me , for that I do requeft 
you to return again, and profeed no further if you do efteem of 
your lives. for in going this way there is nothing to be had but 
death. 

For that the Lord of this Countrey is a furious Monfter, called the 
_ Two-headed Knight, and he is fo furious in his Fyranny, that never 
any ftranger could as yet efcape out of his hand alive : And for proof 
of his cruelty, no longer than yefterday he brought hither a Lady 
Prifoner, who at her firft coming on Shoar, he all to be whipt 
and beat her in fuch fort that it would makethe moft tyrannous 
Tyrant that is, torelent and pitty her diftreffe, fwearing that every 
day he would fo tormenther, ull her life and body did make their 
feperation. 

Pollemus the Pꝛince of Conftantinople, was berp attentive 
to the old mans words, thinking the Lady tobe his Dulcippa 
after whom be ſo long travelled: the grief be receiben at this 
report ftruck {uch a terrour to bis heart, that be fell infoa 
fwound,. 
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ſwound, and was not able fo go any further. Bat Saint

Thele warlike Knights lacedon their Helmets > and came 
unto the place where the tuas ; but when the Prince of Con- 
{tantinople ſaw her, he prefently knew ber fo be bis Lady and 
lovely Miſtreſſe. an 

Fo2,by reafon of the colonette of the night, and with her great 
lamentation and wepings, fhe twas fo full of ſorrows and affli- 
dion, that the conlofcarce (peak. Likewilſe the {9 2tttces heart 
fo perned at the ſtght of bis unbappy Lavy, that almort be coulp 
not lwk upon ber fo2 weeping. aly 
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feven Champions of Chriftendom: 

But pet at lat, with a forroful figh he fain + Oh 
cruell hands ! is.{t poflible that there fhould remain in you fo 
much mifchief ; that whereas there is fuch great beauty and 
fareneffe , you fhould ufe fuch bafeneffe and villany ? fhe doth 
more deferve to be loved and ferved, thanto be in this fort fo 
evil intreated. . 

Chis woful Prince with much forrow div behold her white 
skin and back all to befpotted with ber ren blood , and taking a 
Cloak fromone of fhe Warriners , he threw it upon ber, and 
cobered her body , andtok ber in his Arms while the other 
Knights unbound her. 

This unhappy Lady never felt nor knew what was done 
unfo her, fill fuch timeas ſhe was lofted from thofe bands, 
and in fhe Arms of ber Lover. But pet the thought that 
fhe had been inthe Armes of the Monſtrous Two⸗Headed 
Knight, and therefore he gabe a terrible figh, faying : Oh 
Pollemus , my true betrothed Husband , where art thou now, 
that thou comeft not to fuccourme? and therewithal ceafed ber 
ſpeches. 

This Pince hearing theſe words, would have anſwered 
ber, but he was diſturbed bp bearing of a great nopſe of

But when he came fo fhe Pillar and ſaw nof the Lady, with 
anireful lok be catk bis eyes, loking round about him on eve⸗ 
ry fine, and at latt he ſaw the thaw Buights coming towards 
Him with a ſlow and quiet pace, and how fhe Ladp was untyped 
fromm the Pillar where he left her , and in the arms of another 
Knight, making ber ſorrowkul complaint, 4

great wath becante riding upon bis furious Hole towarys 
them: and when be twas near them, be ſapd: Fonds Knights, 


- what wretched folly and madneffe hath bewitched you, that with: 


owt any leave you have adventured to untie the Lady from the Pillar 
where I left her, or come youto offer up your blood in facrifice 
upon fy Fauchion! Co whom one of the the valiant Boothers 
anſwered, and ſaid: We be Knights ofa ftrange Countrey , that 
at the forrowful complaint. of this Lady arrived at this place, — 
and feeing her to be a fair and beautiful Woman , and withour 
any defert to be thus evil intreated, it moved us to put our pere 
fons in adventure againft.chem that will feem farther to mif-vfe 
her. 3 - 

Gn the mean fime that the Knight was {peaking thefe words 
fhe ugly deformed Woniter bebeld him very preciſely, knit- 
ting bis brows with the great anger be received tn hearing bis 
fpeches, and with great fury be ſpurred his monſtrous Beak, 
that he made him give fo mighty a leap, that be bad almoſt fal 
lenonthe Engliſh Knight: who with great lightnefs ota de 
liver bimfelf, and fo drawing out his Sword, he would babe 
frucken him, but fhe beatt patted by with fo great ſwiftneſs, 
that he could not reach btm. 

Here began as terrible a Battle betinen the Two⸗headed 
Knight and Saint George’s Sons, as ever twas fought by 
any Knights , thetr mighty blows feemento rattle inthe Ele 
menfs like a terrible thunder, and their Swords fo trike 
ſparkling fire in (uch abundance, as though it had been froma 
Smiths Anvil. ) 

During this conflict, the Enalih Knights were fo crie- 
voufip wounded, that all their baight Armour was ftained with

Which accordingly thep dtd, and about fen in the moons 
ing entred the Pallace > where they found the Emperour, 
the feben Champions , with many other W2inces in the 
great Hall : fo whont one of Saint .George’s Sons thus 
fpake : . 

. Great Emperour and Noble Knights, this Knight that leadeth 

the Lady hath long loved her: in their births there is great diffe- 
rence, fo that their Parents crofs their affections : for him fhe 
hath endured much forrow, and for her he will and hath fuffered 
many hazards.

fered the points of their Spears fo touch the Armour: of the 
Champions : which the Emperour perceiving, gueſſed thent 
fo be of acquantance : wherefore giving judgement, that the 
Knight thould poTeke his Lady , at his requeſt they diſcovered 
themſelve;. 

To deſcribe the velightful comfort that the Englith Cham⸗ 
pion took in the preſence of bis Chilozen, and the jop that 
the Emperour received at the return of bis lok Son , res 
quires moze Arf and Eloquence than my- typed ſenſes can 
affors.

Chus being changed froma lively fubttanceto a dead Pi⸗ 
cure, bis Ittenders, as their uſual ruſtom was, came with 
Fod to relieve hun, andcalling at the hole where he had wont 
fo receive it, they beard nothing but empty epre blowing in 
and cut ,. which made them conjecture preſently that death had 

sebatled, andthe fatal Sifters finiſhed up their labours.: fo 
calling together moge company, they made anentrance there 
info, and finding that Had hapned, how he had buries Hts own 
felf, they reported tt fo2 a wonder up and down fhe Country 
being an acctdent of much ſtrangeneſs: fo2 before that time 
thelike never chanced. 

Whereupen, by a common content of the whole King⸗ 
bom, thep pulled down the aforefatd Houle o2 Tower, and 
in the fame place, builded tn peocefs of fine a moſt fumptu- 
sus Chappel, calling tf Saint Patricks Chappel, and in the 
place where this Holp father han buried hiimteit 3 thep Uke⸗ 
wile erecked a Monunent of much richnefs; tramep upon Pil = 
lars of pure Gold, beautifien with many artificial fichts,. 
moſt pleafant to bebold: twhereunte fo2 many vears after ¢e- 
fogted diſtreſſed people , fuch as tere commonip moletten 
with loathlome Difeates , where making their Detfons: at 
Saint Patricks Comb, they foundbelp, and vere reftoren fo 
thetr former bealths. Dy which means the name of Saint 
Patrick is grown ſo famous Chrough the World, that to this 
bap be.is entifuled oneofour Ch2ittian Champions and the 
Satrif: 
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Saint foz Ireland, wherein rementbeanceof him, andofhis 
honourable atchicbements done in bis life time, the Irith-men 
as fell in England as in that Countrey , do as pet in honour of 
bis name kep one day inthe pear Feſtival, helding upon the 
fame a greaf folemnity , Wearing upon their hats each of thent 
a Crofs of red ſilk, intoken sf bis many Adventures , under 
the Chriſtian Croſs, as peu habe heard inthe former Hikko2p 
at large difcourles. Whoſe noble deeds both tn life and death 
We will leabe ſleping with him in his Grave, and {peak of our 
nerf renowned Cragedy, which Heaven and Fate bad allottes 
fo Saint David, the Champton foꝛ Wales, at that time entifu- 
{ed Cambera-Brittannia.

Ome certain Months after the veparture of Saint Patrick 
from the City of Conftantinople , from the other Cham⸗ 
pions, as pou beard before inthe lal Chapter , Saint David 
having a heart fill fred with Fame, thirited even to his dying 
day for honourable Atchibements , andalthough age and time 
had almoſt wearied him atvap , pet would he once moze make 
bis avbenture inthe Field of Mars , andfeatup his henours in 
the records of fame witha Noble farewel. | | 

Ho upona moaning framing bimfelf for a knightly En⸗ 
terpise, be tmk bis leabe of the other Champions, andail 
alone well mounted upon a luſty Courter , furnithed mith ſuf⸗ 
ficient Habiliments, fo2 fo babe anenterp2ise , he began a 
Journey home towards hts own Countrep,accounting that dis 
beit joy, and fhe fopl of hts moſt comfort. ’ 

But long had be not travelled, ere he heard of the diftreses 
thereof: how Wales was befet with a people of a Sabage na- 
ture, thirſting for blood, and the ruine of that beabe Kingdom : 
and bow that many Dattels had ben fought to the vifparage- 
nient of Chziftian Knight⸗ hod. Whereupon among himfelf 
with true refolutton, be went fo2ward with a couragious mind, 
either ta redeem the ſame, 02 to lofe bis bett blood in the honour 
of the adventure. 

Wihereupon all the way as he travelled, He drew into his 
ayd and aſſiſtance, allthe bet Knights be could find, of anp 
Nation whatfoeber , giving them promifes of noble rewards, 
and {uch entertainment as befittes fo worthy a fellowthtp. 
Hy this means before herame upon the Bogners of Wales , be 

bad 
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had gathered together the number of fite hundred Knights, 


of ſuch noble reſolutions, that all Cheiſtendom couin not af= 
ford better, the feben Champtons ercepten. And fhefe all 
well furniffen fo2 Battel, entred the Countrep, where they 
found, many Towns unpeopled, gallant haufes ſubverted 


Monatteries defaced ,. Cities ruinated, Fieide of Corncon 
fumed with Fires pea, every thing ſo dut of order, as if.the 


Country bad never ben inhabited. Whereupon witha grie 
ben mind the fe the Region of bis Birth place fo confounded, 
and nothing buf upzores of murder and death founding in his 
ears, helummoned bis Knights together , placing them in 
Dattel Array, to travel high up into the Ceuntrey; for the per = 
formance of his deſired hopes: But as they marshes along 
with an eaſte pace to poevent dangers there refeztes fo them 
people of all Ages, beth young and old, bitterly complaining of 
the wrengs thus done unto their Countrep.  Uibere when thep 
knew him to be thei Championof: Wales 5 whom fo dong fhep 
Haddelirentole, their joys ſo erceded, that all foomer {ors 
were aboliſhed, and they emboldned to nothing bat revenge. 
The relt ofthe Knights that came with St .David, percetbing 
their fortes and numbers fo encreafe, purpoſed apetent onfet, 
and to ſhew themfelves before their Enemies which lay in⸗ 
ramped amongit the Mountains, with ſuch ſtrength anv poli⸗ 
sy, that hard tt twas to make an Aſſapiment. 

ddlhereupon the noble Champion, being then their General 
and leader, called bis. Captains together, and with a bola cou⸗ 
rage faid as. folloiveth : | 

Now is the time, brave Martialifts, ornever, to be Canonized 
the Sons of Fame:: this is the day of dignity ordifhonour, anEn- 
terprizeto makeus ever live, or tothe end ournames in obfcurity: 
let not chill fear, the Cowards companion, pull us back from the 
golden Throne where the Adventurous Souldier fits in glory defer- 
vedly.:; we areto trample ima Field of death and déad mens bones, 
and to buckle with an Enemy of great ftrength , a Pagans power 
that feeks to over-ran all Chriftian Kingdoms, and to wath our 
Cambrian Fields with innocent blood. To Arms, 1 fay, brave Fol- 
Lowers,l will be the firft to give death the onfet,and for my Colours 
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feven Champions of Chriftendom: 
or Enfign dol wear upon my Burgonet (you fee) a green Leek be- 
fet with Gold, which fhall (if we win the Victory) hereafter be 
anhonourunto Wales, and on thisday , being the arit of Afarch, 
be for ever worn by the el/b-men in remembrance hereof: which 
words were no ſoner fpoken bp the Champion, but all the 
Royal Army of every degre anvealling got themſelves the 
like Kecognizance, which was each of them a gren Lek 
upon their Bats 02 Beavers, which they wore all the time of 
the Watftel, and by that means the Champions followers 
wore known fromthe others. This was not long a doing be- 
fore Saint David and bis Compantes bebeld deſcending from 
the Mountains , an Brmp sf Pagans, as it famed number = 
leſſe, jacople of {uch mighty tatures , whofe fights might 
soen have taunted their noble reſolutions, bad not the babe 
Champion ili animated them forwars with Princely encons 
ragements. Time flaped nof long erethe Battels jopned, 
and the Pagans withtheir Fron Clubs and Bats of Stel, fo 
layd absuf them, that han nofour (hzittan Army ban pe- 
ferben by miracle, {uch a daughter bad been made of the Cham⸗ 
sion andthe nights , that well might babe canfen the whele

But the Queen of Chance fo favoured Saint David and bis 
Followers, that what with their nimble Lances, ken Darts, 
and Arrobos thot from thetr quick Des, and Weil boks 
in great abundance, fhe Sun allo lying tn the Pagans Faces, 
to thetr great Difadvantage , fhat in ost time the Pobls 
Champion won a toothy Citctozp. The ground lap all cober⸗ 
ed with mangled Carkawles,, fhe Erally Ficlos changen from 
aren into repcolour, with the mingled blood that ran from 
Seife and Wan thus murthered. A noble Policy was it fo2 
ailour Cheiſtians tn that Battel tc wear gren Leeks tn their 
Burgenets for their Colours , by which khey were all knotes 
and preferbed from the Taughfer of one anothers Swords, only 
Saint David binilelf erceptes, tobe betna Gide; tthe biases 
pride of his glory was las banquifhes. Oh unhaxpo fate; to 
cit off bis honour that was Cheanly Darling of hantur! eip 
nie Mclpomene fa bewayl bis lode, that having ince all; lott bts

zoar Uke, a life that the whole world might well habe mille of. 
Oh fatal chance! for coming from the Battel, over heated in 
blod, afudden cold congealed tr all bis lifes members , that 
without recoberyp he was forced fo veld unto. death to the areat 
grief ef all Rnights and follotuers , who for the (pace of korty 
days mourned for him in great heavineſs, audafter attended 
him unto bis Grave with much ſorrow. 

da bich being done, inthe honour of his Mame they ordained - 
acuftont, thatthe dapat bis UAickory ſhould be Canonisen, and 
called inallafter Ages Saint Davids day , being holden {tll 
uponthe firtt of March, andin remembance thereof, upon the 
fame dap ſhould likewiſe be worn bp all Mell⸗ willers to the 
fame Countrey , certain green Leeks in their bats,o2 on their 
bofoms ,. in true honour of this noble Martialiſt, which is till 
a paaple worthy Cuttom in theſe our Northern Climates, 
which time beloben Souldier, Wwe will now leave fleping in

How Saint Denis was beheaded in his own Countrey , and how by 
a Miracle fhewed at his death, the whole Kingdom of France 
received the Chriftian Paich. — 


S Aint Denis being the third in this our Pelgrimage of death, 
a) twas liketvtfe defirous of the fight of bis own Countrey, 
which be bad not fanin many pears, and purpofing a topl= 
fome Crabvel tothe lame, tok leave of the other Champions, 
who nof altogether willing foleabefonoble a Champion: pet 
conſidering the defireof bis mind, they quickly condefcended, 
withing bint the bet well-fare of Knight-hod: and fo part⸗ 
ing, they to their Princely Pavilions , and he fo his rettleſſe 
Journey, as well mounted, and as richly furnifhed with ha= 
biliments of Rnighf-had, as any Martialiſt in all Arabia, in 
which Countreyp he was then: but leabing that place, and fo 
fatisfic bis tefires, he travelled day by dap toward the King= 
oom of France, without any adventure worth reposting, till he 
arrived upon the borders of that fatr Countrey that he bad fo 
long wiſhed fo behold. But now ſee how Fate frowned : the 
welcome he expected was ſuddenly converted into a deadly hax 
fred, foo there was remaining inthe French Kings favour a 
night of Saint Michaels Oꝛdeo teho in former times hearing 
sf the honourable Adventures of this noble Champicn Saint 
Denis, ang thinking thts fame to be a diſparagement fo his 
Knight-hod ano the rel ofthat Dever, confpired to betray 
bint, and fo being all his fozmer Honours wih his life to a 
final oterthoow. . | 

Wiberenzon, this enbious Bnight of Saint Michaels, goes 
unto the King (being as then a Pagan Prince, one that hav 
no true knowledge of the Deity) and ſaid, that there wascome 
into his Kingdoma ftrange Knight, a falfe Believer,one that in time 
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The Second Part of the 
wowd draw the love of his Subjects from him ,. to the worfhip of a 
ftrange God: and chac in deſpight of him and his Countrey ,-he 
would efiblith a falltited ooinion + and that he wordupon his breaft 
the Chriftians Crofl:, with muane offer things contrary tq fhe 
Haws clits Kingdon. . : 

Gipon thefe akore⸗ſaid falfe tnforinattons, the Bing grew fo 
etraget, that withont anp wtore conſideration, be canfen (pz 
goo Knight Saint Denis, to beattachea in his Bedchamber, 
etherwiſe a ſcore of the best Knights in all France had not ben 
fufficient to being bint Pꝛeiſoner tothe Kings preſence: be 
fore whom betng nao fener come, bul with moꝛe than humane 
fury, fuithont caufe be adjudged him (psp neath, andby 
Partial Law (without any further Crypal) ts receive the 
ſame. 

The gab Champion Saint Denis, even in death having a 
mof noble refolution, nothing af all diſmaped, and knowing 
bis caufefobsqad, and that be houlaluffer forthe Dante oF 
pis ſweet Kedemer, be nvo€ willingly erceptes af the ſame 
judgement, faying : Moft mighty, but yetcruel King, think noc 
but this shy exceeding Tyranny will be requited in a itrange man- 
mer: thy conſare I take with much joy, in that I die for him whofe 
Colours J have worn from mine Infancy, and this my death feals 
wo the obligation of all my comforts. And thou fweet Countrey 
where I firlt took life, receive it again asa Legacy due unto thee : 
for this my blood which here I offer up into thy bofom, isthe beft 
giftlcan beftow upon thee. Farewel Knight-Hopd, farewel ho- 
noutable adventures and Princely Atchievements. © Never may this 
dantleffe arm brandifh Weapon more in the hononr of the Chi iftiaa 
Crofs : for death awaiteth at my back tocut offall fuch noble hopes, 
and I by Tyranny am betrayed thereunto, 

Chelelpeches being uttered, ha twas forced to and ſilent, 
and in the prefence af the Ring , with many hundreds more, 
was conſtrained fo peeld bis bodp tothe fatal froak, where bis 
head being lays upon the Bleck, was by a bale Eyecutioner 
quickip diſſevered from fhe ret of bis mtanlp members 
REhich being no loner done, andthe Chantpionlivelete, but 
ihe Clements, beet with cloudp erbalations, fet vowwn fuch 
a ter- 














feven Chamtions of Chriftendon. 
aferrible Thunder-clab, that ſtruck preſently dead the Knight 
of Saint Michael that accuſed him, fhe Erecutioner, with ex 
thers that were at bis Attachment; at which ſtrange and fear~ 
full tpedacle the Bing himſelf grew fo amazed, that be deemed 
binifobeablemed Creature, amd that be bad ſufferod wrong; 
kully, and how bts caufefo2 which he fo willingly rendzed ug 
bis life, was thetruscaufe, which all muſt babe a delire fo dig 
iit. Wherekore tn continent froma Pagan, the King turnes 
Chriſtian, and cauſed fhe ſame te be Pꝛoclamed through all 
His Provinces, owaining Churches fobe built in remem⸗ 
beanie af this great nia. Ind likewiſe tn the place where pe 
fuffered,be cauſed with all ſpeed to be built an hermitage of re⸗ 
lief, for poz Pilgrims to find ſuccour in, and ſuch as travellen 
in the honour of that God, in whoſe name this god Champion 
dyed. Thus received France thc true Faith, in which weleave 
if flouriſhing, and ſpeak of of. James fhe Spaniſn Champion, 
and how be dyed.

Ete gentle Keader, with a fad eye, prepare fo give enter = 
tainment fo the dolourous manner of the Spanith Cham⸗ 
pions death, who by tyranny and cruel dealing of the Anfidels, 
was likeivife made away. Foꝛ age and tinte,as upon the for⸗ 
mer grew upon bint, and fo enfebled his ttrength, that he was 
no longer able fo menage the Apventures of Chivairy,no2 fight 
the Dattels of bis Saviour: Wherefore reſolving to ſpend 
the remnant of bis days in peace, be deſtred leave liketwife tg 
tonimit bis fortunes tothe Quen of Chance: {which as the 
other did, he quickly obtained , and ſo leabing Conftantinople, 
be put himſelk to travel towarn the Countrey of his irk being, 
not deckedin bis Hining Armour, no2 mountedon bis Spanith 
Gennet : but po2 and bare in outward habit, though inwardly 
furniſhed with gold and Jewels of an inettimable balue, which 
He had ſowed up in the patches of a ruſſet Garberdin, the better 
fofravel with : where inſtead ofa bright hining Curtle-Are, 
His Pilgrims att ſer ved him to walk with, and kor his Bur- 
gonet of altitring fel, he covered his head now ag white as 
Thiltle down with age) {witha bat of grap colour , beoachen

In which manner travelling many day ANd Hight, sibing 
Rill as he went the pw2 and needy, f uch {mall pieces of fiber as 
be well could ſpare; be arrived at latt upon the Confines of 
Spun: wherein honour of that Gop, fo2 whom be bad fought fo 
many Battels, he builded up at his own charge a mot ſumptu 
cus Chappel, tothis dap bearing the hame of Saint Jacques 
| ca ‘Chappel : 
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Chappel: andfoz the maintenance thereof purchaſeddivers 
Lands adjopning : with Qutrifters to fing vay and wicht 
therein Allelujah fo his Redeemer. 

This Celetial giff and gloztous cuitom fo prepared, begot 
fuch lobe of the meaner ſort of People, thatthey eſtemed him 
more Chana man, with a reberence of ſuch regard beſfowed up= 
on him, that the very name of this noble Champion won area- 
fer admirations than the high Cilts of their Counttys King, 
who being then a cruel tyrant, anda proud Kine, maintaining 
Atheiſm by his Government, greweſo enbious thereat , that be 
cauſed god Sf. Jacques, with the whole Quire of his Ceicitial 
Singers, fo be clofed up together inthe Chappel which the 
Champion had erected, and fo ſtarved them to neath. Oh blody 
bufchery,.and inhumane ccuelty! a death of more terrour than 
eber was heard ot. Neroinripping up bis Wothers Wow 
fo fe the Bedof his Creation, twas not half ſo cruel. Wut tobe 
ſhort, hunger prevailed, and they dead, thetr bovies putrified 
and in time conſumed away fo duſt and mould, whereupon the 
Lorn fo ſhew how they died in his favour, andthe love of Hea- 
ben, inflicted fuch a light in the Chappel, that it ſhined day and 
night with fucha glorious baightnefs, as if it han been the glo- 
rious Palace ofthe Sun: and likewile continually was heard 


therein (though no creature remaining) fuch a quire of melodi⸗ 


ous barimony, as tfit had ben the found of Celeftial Wufiek. 
dU hich range pleatures both tothe eyes and car, bed fo great 
an amasentent fo the whole Countreyp, that all with a common 
confent, accufedthetr King fo2 the fprannous putting to death 
ofthele god men ſo cruelly murdered: but efpecetally the no⸗ 
ble Sf. Jacques, that they purpofed to hold him fo2 their Coun⸗ 
treys Saint and (hampton til the Wolds diffolution. Che 
proud King perceiving now his own rathnels , and his Com⸗ 
mons hate againit him fo2 this od doing, tok fuch an inward 
tanceit of grief, that without faking any kod ever after, be 
languiſhed amay and died : Chus habe pou beard the Trage- 
by of fhe Spanith Champion, whom we likewile commit to the 
ſweet fleepsof Cfernity, and pals on further to moze deathtul 
Accidents,

TCragical Entreprise, andleading Sait George with Saint 
Andrew, veiling thetr crazed bones inthe Emperours Court 
of Conftantinople, there thep lately atchtebed fo many pratfes 
of Knight hood, he twk bis journey towards Iraly,and kroiwing 
by the courle of nature , that bis nays were nef many, be pur 
poles there to let up bis lives reſt, and tn death fo finify up all 
Earthly troubles, So caming after long Journey tothe City 
sf, Rome , bere fhe Emperour Domition kept bis Court, 
and the (itp being then in ber chigfe ponip and glozy, won 
gveat defire inthe Champtons mind to (ee fhe Monuments of 
the fants, 

So upon a mooning going from bis Losaing, be tualkes up 
and down fhe Greets with great admiration, and fen bis exes 
with many delightful objects. Firſt, with great toonter he 
md gazing upon the Monuments that were ereden inthe ho⸗ 
nour of all (heie famous Emperses, Confuls, Datos, aur 
Corgquerozs , things which peloed him areat pleafure. The 
nert {thing (bat bis epes delighted in, twas the Cemple ofthe 
fwelbeSybels, & not miraculens butibing > in Which Cemple 
were ail their B2ophokes tnrouled, as alfothe beginning ana 
ending of Che whole Cataleque of the Saathen Gous, ag Mars, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Apollo. and fuch like, with torte manner of toer- 
hip. . (Che nert that be fate woas the houfeof Remus and’ Romu- 
nis That builbes Rome, a building of much worthineſs Bert 
nits st ino an anctent Priſon (an oly rotten thing) Where tke 
man 
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man laythat {vas condenmed fo death, and could babe no bede 
come to him andfucconr bint, but twas fearcht, pet Was Kept a 
libe along ſpace by fucking of bis daughters beeafls. After 
this be ſaw Pompeys Cheater, reputing cre of the nine wonders 
ofthe Wiown: the Emperor Nero’s Cemb maintained with 
Difgrace, forthe offence be did in ſetting Romeonfre. Co 
conclude, be ſpent many days tn viewing the Martyrs Cembs 
and other Keliques beought front Jerufalem , among many 
other delightful fights, be came into a Chappel dedicated unto 
bimfelf, called TheHonour of St. Anthony: wherein was p20- 
fraped itt Alablafter Pickures, thetrue forms of all fhe Cham⸗ 
pions of Chriſtendom, with the ſtories of all their Adbentures, 
Combats, Curnanents,and Dattels, their Jmp2ifonments, 
Dangers, and Enchantments, all Portrayed and Pictured up 
bp Enchantments and Witchcraft, whereupon ran a Prophe- 
fie, that the Patron of this Chappel fhould ever live unconquered, 
and never embrace death, till his eyes were witnefles of the fame 
Portraytures , which in golden Letters were ſubſcribed ober fhe 
Chappel door 02 entrance. All which when Sf. Anthony han 
beheld, and knowing by Fnfpiration bimfelf fo be the man, 
with a mek mind emb2aced bis oben end, andnever after de⸗ 
partenthe Chappel, but remained kneeling in fhe fame upen 
the bare Warble, making bis D2ifons of repentance to the 
eternal Deity, till pale Deſtiny bad cut off the threds of bis . 
old bays. 

Ind thus being converted to mouldy Earth, the Emperor 
cauſed him fo be Intombed in the fame Chappel: and over bis 
®rabe tobe fet a magnificent Chair, in tubich Chair fo2 manp 
years after,the Roman Conquerozs receives their Laurel re⸗ 
{warns of Martial Bidorp, unver tohofe Banner and lame, 
even fo this pap they make their Anventures : ſo with bigh 
Honour and Fame, both liven and dyed this peaple worthy 
Champion St. Anthony of Italy.

Champions 
J tyat Tapen together, any as it fens, the deareſt lobe re⸗ 
mained betwen them fig : bat pet rutty Cime,with bis fwitt - 
coutie tuould needs part them, ana beak this their united fel⸗ 
lowibtp. for the ſummons of hondur fo antmates fhe bould 
heart of the Scotti} C Hampton, that be burned with oelire to 
Tee his native Countrey , andfe behold the place of bie firtt be- 
ing. 92 leabtig Can ftantinople, only honoured with the pre⸗ 
fence of St.George and his thie Sons,in great jollity of mina 
be frabeileth moneth bp moneth, week by week, day by day, till 
Time and Fate fe btm happlyp inthe Kingdom of Scotland : 
fobere babing net bentn nianp years before, he received fuch: 
entertainment as tf be bay been the greatest Empers2 sf the 
wold: for all the frets and pattages as be went, were fur- 
niſhed with people of the bet regard, fo gibe a gracious well 
courte fo bis native home; efpecially.the King bimfel fj who fo -
